Sir, 
I HAVE the honour to submit the Statistical Report of 
the Health of the Navy for 1882. The Returns of the 
Total Force show a slight increase of sickness over those 
of 1881, the ratio of cases entered in the sick-list being 
6'45 per 1,000 more than in that year. There is an 
increase in the invaliding ratio, which is 45*03 per 
1,000 against 31*26 per 1,000 in the preceding year. 
The total death rate is 9*49 per 1,000, compared with 
10-94 per 1,000 in 1881, but the death rate for disease 
alone exceeds that of the previous year by TGO per 
1,000, being 6'87 per 1,000 as compared with 527. The 
invaliding and death rates have, as a matter of course, 
been augmented by the results of the sickness and 
casualties consequent on the Egyptian War on the 
Mediterranean and East Indian Stations, and in the 
Irregular Force. 

On the Home Station there was more enteric fever than 
usual ; this increase is mainly due to an outbreak of the 
disease in a virulent form in the Seaflower, training brig. 

On the Mediterranean Station the operations in Egypt , 
influenced the returns to a considerable extent ; the 
ratios of sickness, invaliding, and death being much 
larger than those of late years. It must, however, be 
pointed out that a part of the excess of sickness on this 
Station was due to a serious epidemic of remittent fever, 
amongst several ships of the Squadron, that occurred 
early in the year, and was caused by^ local conditions^at 
Malta. 
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An epidemic of Yellow Fever was encountered on the 
North America and West Indies Station ; it was^ entirely 
confined to Port Royal, Jamaica, and thirty-six cases of 
the disease, with seven deaths, were reported. 

On the East Indies Station the sickness and invaliding 
from febrile diseases, and chiefly from remittent fever, was 
more than usual ; most of the disease was contracted on 
the East C!oast of Africa. 

Cholera was prevalent in several ports in China and 
Japan, but chiefly owing to the precautions observed the 
Chinese Squadron suiFered from it only to the extent of 
four cases, with two deaths. 

In the returns of the Irregular Force are included the 
cases of sickness and wounds of the Marine Battalion 
employed in Eg3rpt during the war, and these have had 
an appreciable effect in increasing the invaliding and death 
rates of the Force. 

A Table embodying some of the statistics of the sickness 
of the Royal Marines, Artillery and Light Iilfantry at Head 
Quarters appears, for the first time, in the Appendix to 
this year's Report. It has not been possible to show the 
sickness under the different age periods this year, but it 
is intended that a Table ftimishing that information shall 
be given in the Report for 1883. 

ITie Tables relating to the working of the Contagious 
Diseases Acts will be found in the Appendix. Owing to 
the late changes in the administration of the Acts, this is 
the last time the Tables can be compiled in their present 
form.

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TOTAL FORCE. 



The Total Force In the service afloat, corrected for time, in Total Force, 
the year 1882, was 43,475 officers and men, of whom 23,220, or — ^ 
53'41 per cent., were between the ages of fifteen and twenty-five ; 
14,740, or 33*9 per cent., were between the ages of twenty-five 
and thirty-five ; 4,675, or 10*75 per cent., were between the 
ages of thirty-five and forty-five ; and 840, or 1*93 per cent, 
were above forty-five years of age. 

The total number of cases of disease and injury entered on the 
sick-list was 49,929, which is in the ratio of 1,148*45 per 1,000, 
being an increase, compared with the preceding year of 6*45 per 
1,000. The average number of men sick daily was 2,062'21, 
which is in the ratio of 47*43 per 1,000, and is an increase, com* 
pared with the previous twelve months, amounting to 1*29 per 
1,000. 

The number of days' sickness, on board and in hospital, in the 
Total Force was 752,707, which gives an average loss of service 
from disease and injury of 17'31 days for each person, and is 
an increase, compared with the preceding year, to the extent of 
•47 days. 

The total number of persons invalided was 1,958, which is 
in the ratio of 45*03 per 1,000, and the total number of ^deaths 
413, being in the ratio of 9*49 per 1,000. Compared with the 
precedins: year there was an increase in the ratio of invaliding to 
the extent of 13*77 per 1,000, and a decrease in the death-rate of 
1-45 per 1,000. 

The average number of entries on the sick-list for disease and 
injury per man on the Home Station was '85 ; on the Mediter- 
ranean Station, 1*51 ; on the North American and West Indian 
Station, 1*28 ; on the South East Coast of America Station, 1*15 ; on 
the Pacific Station, 1*19; on the West Coast of Africa and Cape 
of Good Hope Station, 1-11 ; on the East Indies Station, 1*53 ; 
on the China Station, 1*48 ; on the Australian Station, M6; 
and in the Irregular Force, 1*83. The average number of cases 
per man in the Total Force was 1*14, the same as in 1881. 

The lowest sick rate was on the South East Coast of 

America Station, and the highest on the China Station. The

Total.Force. ratio per 1,000 of men sick daily on the Home Station was 
''^ — 44'75; Mediterranean, 49*19; North America and West Indies, 
46-96; South East Coast of America, 34-26; Pacific, 51-22; 
West Coast of Africa and Cape of Good Hope, 38-63 ; East 
Indies, 48*8 ; China, 59*1 ; Australia, 46*39 ; and Irregular 
Force, 51*27. The average sick rate for the Total Force was 
• 47*43, per 1,000, which is an increase of 1*29 per 1,000 when 
compared with the preceding year. 

The total number of persons invalided was 1,958, of whom 
1,813 were invalided for disease, and 145 for injury. The ratio of 
invaliding for disease alone was 41*7 per 1,000, and for injury 
3*33 per 1,000, the total invaliding rate being 45*03 per 1,000, 
which was an increase of 13*77 per 1,000 when compared with 
1881. The invaliding rate on the Home Station was 32*04 per 
1,000; Mediterranean 82*93 ; North America and West Indies, 
47; South East Coast of America, 19*78; -Pacific, 47*05; 
West Coast of Africa and Cape of Good Hope, 29*67 ; East 
Indies, 96*44 ; China, 24*36 ; Australia, 24*03 ; and Irregular 
Force, 40*19. Compared with the preceding year, there was 
an increase in the invaliding rate on the Home, Mediterranean, 
Pacific, and East Indies Stations, and in the Irregular Force, 
and a reduction on all the other Stations. 

The total number of deaths was 413 ; of this number 299 
were due to disease, and 114 to injury; the death-rate from 
disease alone was 6*87 per 1,000, and from violence 2*62 per 
1,000. The total death-rate was 9*49 per 1,000, which is a 
decrease of 1*45 per 1,000, when compared with the preceding 
year. 

The ratio per 1,000 of deaths on the Home Station, from 
disease, was 5*79, from violence, 1*14 ; Mediterranean, from 
disease, 9*46, from violence, 3*6; North America and West 
Indies, from disease, 6*91, from violence, 1*84 ; South East 
. Coast of America, from disease, 2*19, from violence, 2*19 ; 
Pacific; from disease, 4*57, from violence, 1*3 ; West Coast 
of Africa and Cape of Good Hope, from disease, 5*8, from 
violence, 129; East Indies, from disease, 7*1, from violence, 
3*04 ; China, from disease, 5*09, from violence, 1*81 ; Australia, 
from disease, 2*32, from violence, 2*32 ; Irregular Force, from 
disease, 10*58, from violence, 8*23. Compared with the pre- 
ceding year, there was an increase in the death-rate on the 
Home, Mediterranean, and North America and West Indies 
Stations, but a reduction on tlie South East Coast of America, 
Pacific, West Coast of * Africa and Cape of Good Hope, East 
Indies, China, and Australian Stations, and in the Irregular 
Force. 

In the Appendix will be found a table which shows the ratio 
per 1,000 of force of all cases of disease and injury entered on 
the sick-list, as well as the invaliding and mortality, from the 
various classes of disease and injury on the different stations 
during the year.

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The number of cases included under the head of General Total Force. 
Diseases^ Febrile Group, that were entered on the sick-list, was 
4,023 ; 377 of these were invalided, and there were 117 deaths. 

Small Pox. — Ten cases are returned, of which three were 
on the Home Station, one on the South East Coast of America, 
one on the West Coast of Africa, and five on the China 
Stations. 

Measles. — Sixty-one cases are shown, viz., fifty-three on the 
Home Station, two on the Pacific, two on the East Indies, and 
one on the Australian Stations, and three in the Irregular 
Force. 

Scarlet Fever. — There were twenty -nine cases ; twenty-si^C on 
the Home Station, one on the Mediterranean Station, one on 
the East Indies Station, and one in the Irregular Force. 

Dengue. — One hundred and forty-eight cases; one on the Medi- 
terranean Station, 134 on the North American and West Indies 
Station, and thirteen on the China Station. 

Enteric Fever. — Of 236 cases recorded, sixty-seven were on 
the Home Station, 102 on the Mediterranean, three on the North 
America and West Indies, ten on the Pacific, one an the East 
Indies, four on the China, and eleven on the Australian Stations, 
and thirty-eight in the Irregular Force. 

Simple Continued Fever. — Of 1,657 cases returned, the largest 
numbers were on the Home and Mediterranean Stations, and in 
the Irregular Force. 

Yellow Fever, — There were thirty-six cases on the North 
American. and West Indian Station. 

Ague. — Two hundred and twenty-seven cases are returned, 
which occurred on every station, and in the Irregular Force. 
The largest numbers are shown on the East Indies Station, 
where there were thirty cases, in the Pacific, thirty-seven, and 
on the Home Station, fifty-one. 

Remittent Fever. — Out of 1,451 cases of this fever recorded, 
668 occurred on the Mediterranean, and 449 on the East Indies 
Station; the West Coast of Africa Station returns 125 cases, 
and the fever appears on the returns of every Station. 

Cholera. — Four cases, of which two proved fatal, were met 
with on the China Station. 

In the Constitutional Group of General Diseases, 5,343 cases 
are returned; of these 371 were invalided, and. forty-seven died. 

Rheumatism. — The total number of cases was 2,323, which 
gives an average of 53*43 per 1,000, and shows a decrease, in 
comparison with 1881, of 2*87 per 1,000. There were 137 persons 
invalided for this disease, being in the ratio of 3'15 per 1,000,

Total Foiee. and five deaths, equal to *11 per l^OOO. The average duration 

-^ of each case was 18' 17 days, and the number of men daily 

ineffective from it was 115*69. 

Syphilis. — Of this disease in the primary form 1,941 cases 
were under treatment, and in the secondary form 775 •- the former 
being in the ratio of 44'64 per 1,000, and showing a decrease of 
3*69 per 1,000 when compared with the preceding year, and the 
latter in the ratio of 17*82 per 1,000, and bein^ an increase equal 
to '55 per 1,00(». On the Home Station there appears by the 
returns a decrease of primary syphilis amounting to 2*28 per 
1,000; on the Mediterranean, a decrease of 22*95 per 1,000; on 
the North America and West Indies* an increase of 16*08 per 
1,000 ; on the South East Coast of America, a decrease of 17*38 
per 1,000; on the Pacific, an increase of 13*01 per 1,000; on the 
West Coast of Africa and Cape of Good Hope, an increase of 
6*04 per 1,000; on the East India, an increase of 2.81 per 
1,000 ; on the China Station, a decrease of 7*02 per 1,000 ; on the 
Australia Station, a decrease of 2*5 per 1,000 ; and in the 
Irregular Force, an increase of 3*22 per 1,000. Twenty-two 
persons were invalided for primary, and fifty-four for secondary 
syphilis. 

Tubercular Diseases. — There were 186 cases of these diseases 
under treatmeikt, and 149 persons were invalided, and forty died 
of them. Out of 176 cases of phthisis, seventy-seven occurred 
on the Home Station, twenty-four on the Mediterranean, sixteen 
on tho Pacific, and fifteen on the China Station. Setting aside 
accidental circumstances, recurrences of the disease, &c., the ratio 
per 1,000 offeree for these diseases was highest on the Australian 
Station, where it was 8'52. 

Diseases of the Nervous System^ Sfc. — Of these diseases 1,414 
cases were treated, of which 229 were invalided, and seventeen 
died. The East Indies, and South East Coast of America 
Stations, and the Irregular Force show the largest ratios. 

Diseases of the Circulatory System. — There were 303 entries 
for these diseases, with 159 invalidings, and twenty-four deaths. 
The ratios under the three heads differed but slightly from those 
of 1881. The East Indies Station had the largest ratio. 

Diseases of the Respiratory System. — In this class 3,613 cases 
are included, and there were sixty-nine invalidings, with forty- 
five deaths. The ratio of cases shows a decrease of 11*26 per 
1,000, the invaliding ratio an increase of '5 per 1,000, and the 
death ratio a reduction of *18 per 1,000 in comparison with 1881. 
The China and Australian Stations show the highest ratios. 

Diseases of the Digestive System. — There were 7,272 cases 
recorded in this Group, showing an increase in the ratio per 
1,000 of 21*9, when compared with 188 1. The invalids numbered 
222, an increase of 1*91 per 1,000, and the deaths were thirty- 
eight, showing an increase of '18 per 1,000 in comparison with 

1881. 
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1881. Twenty-four out of the thirty-eight deaths were due to Total Force, 
dysentery. The Mediterranean, China, and East Indies Stations, 
and the Irregular Force show the largest ratios. 

Diseases of the Urinary and Generative Systems. — Of these 
diseases 3,680 cases are returned ; this gives an increase in the 
ratio per 1,000 of 2*01 when compared with the preceding year. 
There were eighty-three persons invalided, showing an increase 
of '49 per 1,000, and six deaths, which gives a decrease of '09 
per 1,000 when compared with 1881. The cases of gonorrhoea 
numbered 2,679, showing an increase of '81 per 1,000, in com- 
parison with the preceding year. The China shows the largest 
ratio, and the Home, North America and West Indies, and Pacific 
Stations come next in the comparative prevalence of these 
diseases. 

Diseases of the Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous System, — The 
number of cases treated in this class during the year was 11,851, 
the ratio per 1,000 only differing from that of the preceding year 
by a reduction of '31 per 1,000. The invaliding and death ratios 
also closely approximate those of 1881 ; in the former instance 
sixty-seven invalids show an increased ratio per 1,000 of '35, and 
in the latter two deaths exhibit an increase of '02 per 1,000. 
The Mediterranean Station had the largest ratio, the East Indies 
and China Stations came next. 

Debility^ Observation^ ^c. — There were recorded under this 
head 1,053 cases, showing a ratio per 1.000 of 24*22 per 1,000 ; 
191 invalidings, and two deaths are returned. 

Poisons. — The number of cases of illness due to various 
deleterious agents was 142, with one invaliding and no death. 
The cases due to alcohol, i.e. delirium tremens and alcoholic 
poisoning, were twenty-nine. 

Wounds and Injuries. — Of these 10,472 are reported for the 
year ; this total includes 9,656 of wounds, fractures, &c., 572 of 
l>urns and scalds, one suicide by drowning and 201 wounds in 
action, forty-two of submersion and drowning. The invalidings 
were 145, and the deaths 114 ; of the latter, thirty-four were for 
wounds and injuries, chiefly falls from aloft, thirty-six from 
accidental drowning, fortjr-two from wounds in action, and two 
by suicide, one by drowmng, and the other by gunshot. 

Wounds in Action. — The*re arc 201 cases of casualties in actions 
returned, with forty-two deaths, and forty invalidings ; in all but 
one instance these were due to the Egyptian War. The ratio of 
cases shows an increase of 3*68 per 1,000, that of invaliding an 
increase of '88 per 1,000, and the death-rate an increase of 
•38 per 1,000, in comparison with 1881. 

The total number of deaths from injury was 1 14, which is in 
the ratio of 2*62 per 1,000, and is a decrease of 3-05 per 1,000 in 
comparison with the ratio of 1881, the latter, however, was 
abnormally large, owing to the number of lives lost by the blowing 
up of the Doterel in that year.

Total Force. The average number of men sick daily from General Diseases, 

Febrile Group, was 184*84, and from the Constitutional Group, 

405*53 ; from diseases of the nervous system, 34*25 ; o\ the eye, 
20*45; of the ear, 9*68; of the nose, -65; of the circulatory 
system, 27*21 ; of the absorbent system, 48*3 ; of the respiratory 
system, 104*06; of the digestive system, 152-66; from gonorrhoea, 
176*54 ; from its sequelae, 22*22 ; from diseases of the urinary and 
generative systems, 35*56 ; of the organs of locomotion, 15*77 ; 
of the cellular tissue and cutaneous syMem, 412*78; from debility, 
&c., 54*85 ; from poisons, 5*72 ; from wounds and injuries, 
341*44 ; and from wounds in action, 9*63. 

The total number of men fcick daily was 2,062*21, which is in 
the ratio of 47*43 per 1,000, and is an increase of 1*29 per 1,000 
when compared with that of 1881.

The invaliding ratio, through all the age periods, is in excess 
of that of last year, but the proportions of the different periods 
are fairly maintained. 

The death-rate in the different age periods appears to be more 
in its usual proportion than in the two preceding years, when 
certain disturbing causes operated to unsettle it.

first age period, China and the East Indies coming next ; but in 

the second, third, and fourth periods, the East Indies Stations is 
considerably in excess of the others. 

In the invaliding ratios the same proportions prevail ; in the 
first age period the Mediterranean rate is the highest, but in the 
second, third, and fourth periods, the East Indies Station shows 
much the largest ratios. 

The death-rate is highest in the Irregular Force, and on the 
Mediterranean Station in the two earliest age periods ; and in 
the third period still remains high. In the fourth period the 
proportions vary considerably ; but on the smaller stations, where 
deaths in this period are rare, the proportions, taken separately, 
cannot be of much statistical value.

SUMMART FOR THE YeAR 1882. 

The sickness and mortality from the service afloat met with 
^~ in the Home hospitals are included in the general statistics, cases 
of invaliding and death due to foreign service being, as far as 
possible, returned on the Stations where the illness, &c., was con- 
tracted. Besides the oflScers and men from the service afloat, 
marines from Head-quarters, workmen who have been severely 
injured in the dockyards, pensioners, and other exceptional cases 
are treated in these establishments. 

In Haslar Hospital during the year the total number of 
admissions to the Medical Wards was 1,686, against 1,032 in 
1881. The per-centage of the invaliding rate was 15'1, and the 
death-rate, 3*7, both showing a decrease in comparison with 
the fore2;oing year. 

The largest numbers of admissions were 263 cases of rheu- 
matism, 250 of debility, 224 of diseases of the chest, 110 
of remittent fever, 103 of cynanche, fifty-three of dysentery, 
fifty-three of measles, fifty-one of enteric fever, forty-eight of 
diarrhoea, and fifty-eight for observation. Diseases of the respi- 
ratory system furnished about a seventh of the total number 
under treatment. 

In the Lower Surgical Wards 1,279 patients were treated, of 
whom 126 remained from the previous year ; of these, 1,032 were 
discharged cured, or otherwise disposed of. 111 were invalided, 
seven died, and 129 remained in hospital at the end of the year; 
the above figures show an invaliding rate of 86*78, and a death- 
rate of 5-47 per 1,000. 

In the Upper Surgical Wards there were 1,762 patients under 
treatment; of these, 1,522 were cured ; 111 were invalided, five 
died, and 124 remained at the end of the year. The above 
figures show an invaliding rate of 62*99, and a death-rate of 
2-83 per 1,000. 

In Plymouth Hospital during the year the total number 
of admissions to the Medical Wards was 1,104, against 1,208 in 
1881. The per-centage of the invaliding rate was 18*84, and of 
the death-rate 4*07, tne former showing an increase, the latter a 
decrease in comparison with the foregoing year. 

Diseases of the respiratory system, including phthisis, fur- 
nished more than a third of the total number under treatment 

In the Surgical Wards 2,227 patients were treated, of whom 
148 remained from the previous year ; of these, 1,958 were dis- 
charged cured, or otherwise disposed of, ninty-three were in- 
valided, nine died, and 167 remained in hospital at the end of 
the vear. 

In 
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In Melville Hospital, Chatham, there were 1,398 
patients under treatment during the year, 121 of whom remained 
from the previous year. Of these, 1,112 were discharged to 
duty; 131 invalided; twenty-eight died, and 127 remaned in 
hospital at the end of the year 

Of the 1,398 cases admitted during the year, 501 were medical, 
and 897 surgical cases. 

There was a decrease of forty-one in the number of cases treated, 
a decrease of thirty-eight in the number invalided, and an increase 
of eight in the number of deaths, compared with the year 1881. 

The per-centage rate of invaliding was 9*37 against 1 1 '74 of 
last year, and of the death-rate "2 against 1*38 of last year. 

In the Royal Naval Hospital (Lunatic Asylum), 
Great Yarmouth, on the 1st January 1882, there remained 
166 patients ; of these, forty-three were officers and 123 seamen, 
marines, and pensioners. Classified according to the type of

Hospitals. In Haulbowline Hospital, the average daily number oF 
patients under treatment during the year was twenty-eight. 

In the Medical Wards the total number was 165, of whom 
129 were discharged cured, fourteen were invalided ; four died ; 
one was transferred to Plymouth Hospital, one to Haslar, and 
seven to Marine Head-quarters; nine remaining on the 3 1st 
of December.

Total admissions to the sick-list, 1,394; discharged to duty, 
1,193 ; discharged to Haslar, 193 ; invalided, 20. 

The average daily sick-list at Head-quarters was 36'31 ; in 
Haslar, 25*71 ; total, 62-02; or 61*52 per 1,000 of the mean 
force present ; *939 cases were treated m the infirmary of the 
Division, giving a daily average of 23*28. 

The mortality was greater than 1881. Thirty-six deaths are 
reported from the effective force, none of which occurred at Head- 
quarters. At Haslar, there were four deaths; three of these 
cases were sent from Head-quarters, and one from the service 
afloat: thirty-two deaths are reported from the service afloat. 
The increase of mortality is mamly due to diseases contracted 
in Egypt, and to the deaths of men killed in action during the 
campaign. 

Ninety - seven men were invalided — twenty from Head- 
quarters, seventy from Haslar, and seven from the service afloat; 
of these, twenty-one were under three years' service. The above 
invaliding was in the ratio of 40*62 per 1,000 of established 
strength.

During the year the daily mean strength of the Portsmouth 
Light Infantry Division was 674 ; there were 1,194 of the 
force under treatment, of which number 608 were discharged to 
duly; 539 sent to hospital; 25 were invalided; and twenty-two 
remained at the end of the year on the sick-list. The average 
number daily sick at Head-quarters was 13-16 ; in hospital, 
49-94; total, 63-10. 

Ninety-three cases were invalided, as compared with 149 in 
1881 ; of the ninety-three, twenty-five were brought forward 
from Head- quarters, thirty-four from Haslar (of the men sent 
there for treatment from Head-quarters), and thirty-four from 
ships.

The report for the Plymouth Light Infantry Division during 
the year 1882 shows a decrease of 208 cases admitted to the sick- 
list, the numbers being 1,076 for 1881, and 868 for 1882. 

Th^ number of cases sent to Ho^ital for the year was 431, 
against 411 in 1881. 

The per-centage of sick to strength has been less than in 
1881, being 4-75 in 1882 as compared with 5-10 in 1881. The 
average strength in Barracks is given as 884 as against 881 in 

1881. 

Ninety-eight cases were invalided belonging to the Division, 
being three more than in 1881. Of these, thirty-three were 
invalided from Head-quarters and sixty-five from hospital and 
ships.

The mean strength of the Chatham Division of Royal Marine 
Light Infantry during the year was 3,062. 

Total Force. — One thousand six hundred and thirty-six oflScers- 
and men embarked or otherwise left the Division, and 1,584 
rejoined or were entered as recruits. 

The average daily number of sick was 6*6 per cent., against 
7*50 per cent, of last year. 

The cases invalided amounted to sixty-seven, which shows a 
decrease of thirty as compared with the previous year. 

Seven hundred and thirty-nine cases were admitted into hos- 
pital, being a decrease of 115 as compared with the previoua 
year. 

Ten deaths occurred, being an increase of six as compared 
with the preceding year. 
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DOCKYARDS. Dockyards.

The workmen employed in the Dockyards do not^ except 
when injured on duty, receive medical attendance from the 
Crown, but, when sick^ are under the care of their private medical 
attendants, and in general belong to the same benefit clubs as do 
men of the same occupations not belonging to the Dockyards. 
No statistics therefore of their diseases, as a class, can be com- 
piled, but their sickness would probably be recorded in the 
returns of their clubs. 

The average strength of Sheerness Dockyard for the 
past year was 1,934, a considerable increase on 1881. There were 
643 admissions to the sick and hurt-lists, which, with seventeen 
remaining on the Slst December 1881, make a total treated 
during the period of 660. Of the admissions, 343 were placed 
on the sick, and 300 on the hurt-list. 

Among those placed on the sick-list, however, were twenty cases 
of hurts which occurred outside the Dockyard, all of which were 
of a minor nature. 

Irrespective of the above, 1,345 hurts were treated on the 
casual list, but the injuries were not of a nature necessitating 
absence from duty. 

Of the entire number treated, 603 were discharged to duty, 
twenty were sent to hospital, eleven died, five were invalided, 
and twenty-one remained on the list at the end of the year. None 
of the deaths were due to violence. 

In Chatham Dockyard the average number of men em- 
ployed daily for the past year was 4,830. There were 1,721 
admissions on the sick and hurt -lists, which, with sixty-nine 
remaining on 31st December 1881, make a total during the period 
of 1,790. Of the entries, 1,066 were placed on the sick-list, 
and 655 on the hurt-list. 

Of the entire number treated, 1 ,666 were discharged to duty, 
twenty-six died, eleven were invalided, and eighty-seven remained 
on the list. None of the deaths were due to violence. 

Besides the above, 3,196 minor injuries were attended to at 
the surgery. 

In Portsmouth Dockyard the average strength for the 
past year was 7,198. There were 2,029 admissions on the lists, 
which, with seventy-one remaining on the 3l8t December 1881, 
make a total during the period of 2,100. Of the admissions, 640 
were placed on the nurt, and 1,389 on the sick-list. 
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Dockyards. Irrespective of the above, 6,493 minor injuries were attended 
— , — to at the surgery. 

Of the entire number treated, 1,880 were discharged to duty, 
eighty-three were sent to hospital, forty died, sixteen were in- 
valided, and eighty-one remained on the lists at the end of the 
year. 

In Devonport Dockyard the average strength for the past 
year was 3,703. There were 1,831 admissions on the lists, 
which, with 6fty-nine remaining on the 31st December 1881, 
make a total during the period of 1,890. Of the admissions, 
1,078 were placed on the sick-list^ and 753 on the hurt-list. 

Irrespective of the above, 4,584 casual hurts appear to have 
been treated. 

Of the entire number treated, 1,783 were discharged to duty, 
eleven were sent to hospital, gixteen died, twenty-one were 
invalided, and fifty-nine remained on the lists at the end of the 
year ; two of the deaths were the result of injury. 

In Keyham Dockyard tl)e average strength for the past 
year was 1,275. There were 725 adniissions on the lists, which, 
with twenty-five cases remaining on the 31st December 1881, 
make a total during the period of 750. Of the entries, 498 were 
placed on the sick, and 227 on the hurt-list. 

Irrespective of the above, 2,326 minor injuries were attended 
to at the surgery. 

Of the entire number treated, 711 were discharged to duty, 
four were sent to hospital, six died, four were invalided, and 
f wenty-five remained on the list at the end of the year. None 
of the deaths were due to violence. 

In Pembroke Dockyard the average daily strength for the 
past year was 2,243, being a considerable increase on that of 1881. 

The aggregate number of cases entered on the sick and hurt- 
lists during the year was 1,020. Of the admissions, 659 were 
placed on the sick, and 361 on the hurt-list. 

Irrespective of the above, 1,886 slight injuries were treated 
at the surgery. 

Of the entire number treated, 955 were discharged to duty, 
twenty-three were sent for hospital treatment on board the 
Nankin, fifteen died, five were invalided, and twenty-two re- 
mained on the list at the end of the year. One of the deaths 
was the result of injury. 
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HOME STATION.

The force employed on the Home Station during the year Home 
1882 consisted of seventy-six vessels, viz., five iron-clads, one Station, 
second-rate, one third-rate, one sixth-rate, nine stationary ships, "~^ 
nine drill-ships, ten coast-guara ships, seven training ships, 
five training brigs, five troop-ships, two sloops, two corvettes, 
two gun vessels, six gun- boats, three steam vessels, one despatch 
vessel, two schooners, two yachts, two surveying vessels, and one 
torpedo ram. There was also a reserve of oflScers and seamen in 
the Naval Barracks at Sheerness included in the crew of the 
Duncan. The Returns from forty-two vessels, and from fhe Ke- 
serve Force at Sheerness, were for the whole year, and for the 
remainder for periods varying from ten days to nine months. 

The mean force tjorrected for time was 19,160, and the total 
number of entries on the sick-list for disease and injury was 
16,21)5. This was in the ratio of 850-46 per 1,000 of force, and 
shows a decrease from the ratio of last year of 13'67 per 1,000, 
and from the last ten years' average of 56*97 per 1,000. The 
number invalided during the year was 614, which was in the 
ratio of 32*04 per 1,000, and is an increase of 4*49 per 1,000 
on that of last year, and of *21 per 1,000 on that of the last ten 
years. The number of deaths was 133, being in the ratio of 
6*94 per 1,000, and is an increase on the last year's ratio of 
•22 per 1,000; it is also an increase on the ratio of the last ten 
years of -02 per 1,000. 

The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, 
Section A, was in the ratio of 2*08 per 1,000, and from Section B, 
10 09 per J, 000; from diseases of the nervous system and organs 
of the special senses, 1*6; of the circulatory system, *76; of 
the absorbent system and ductless glands, *55 ; of the respira- 
tory system, 3*1 ; of the diiiestive system, 2*6; of the urinary 
and generative systems, 6*48 ; of the organs of locomotion, '38 ; 
of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system, 9*66; of unclassed 
diseases, 1*35 ; from poisons, *03 ; and from various injuries, 5-99. 
The average number of men sick daily was 857*42, which is in 
the ratio of 44*75 per 1,000, and exhibits an increase of 2*87 
per 1,000 on the ratio of the preceding year, and on that of 
the last ten years an increase of 3'14 per 1,000. 
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General Diseases— Febrile Group. 

In this group 594 cases are returned, of which, three are of 
Home small-pox ; fourteen of vaccinia ; one of varicella ; fifty-three of 
Station. measles ; twenty-six of scarlet fever ; sixty-seven of enteric fever ; 

239 of simple continued fever ; fifty-one of ague ; fifty-three 

of remittent fever; one of diphtheria; thirty-five of mumps; 
two of influenza ; and forty-nine of erysipelas. Of these, seven 
of enteric fever, three of remittent fever, and two of erysipelas 
were invalided; and one of small-pox ; seventeen of enteric fever, 
one of remittent fever, and one of diphtheria proved fatal, as well 
as a case of pyaemia. 

Eruptive Fevers; Small Pox. — The three cases of small- 

¥ox occurred on board the Penelope coast-guard ship at Harwich, 
he first case, which was very obscure, was in the person of an 
oflScer who, it was afterwards ascertained, had been more than 
once a visitor at a house where one of the inmates was suffering 
from small-pox. On the 1 2th February he was taken ill with febrile 
symptoms ; next day there was pain in the loins, with anomalous 
livid and mottled skin eruptions ; on the 14th there was gastric 
irritability, and petechias had begun to appear on the chest, 
which by the next morning had spread to the thighs, and the 
fauces had then become congested, and were covered with a 
greyish exudation. On this day, February 15th, he was sent by 
steamer to Chatham Hospital, and on arrival, there was in a most 
prostrate condition, with a dry brown tongue and sordes on the 
teeth and gums ; face dusky and heavy looking ; body covered 
with purpuric spots ; and both lungs congested. He sank rapidly, 
and died next morning. No distinctive eruption appeared, but 
it was undoubtedly a case of blood-poisoning in the early stage 
of malignant small-pox. The servant who attended him up to 
his leaving the ship was taken ill with a mild attack of small- 
pox on the thirteenth day after his master left the ship, and on 
the twelfth day after the first case had been sent to hospital, an 
oflScer who occupied a neighbouring cabin was also attacked with 
the same disease in the discrete form. Both the latter cases did 
well in Chatham Hospital. 

Measles. — Thirty-nine out of the fifty-three cases of measles 
occurred in the St. Vincent, four in the Vernon, three in the 
Cambridge, and two i^ the Asia ; there were solitary cases in 
the Boscawen, Duke of Wellington, Impregnable, Penelope, and 
Sepulse. 

In the St. Vincent, thirty-six out of the thirty-nine cases 
tabulated occurred in the summer quarter, when the disease was 
prevalent in all the district round Portsmouth Harbour ; under 
these circumstances the boys are sure to suffer more or less, and 
the hygienic condition of the ship does not appear to have been 
in any way in fault. The cases, as they occurred, were all sent 
to hospital, and resulted well. 

The 
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The cases of measles in the Yemon and Asia are due to the Home 
same epidemic. The disease was also prevalent at Plymouth ; Station, 
the Cambridge and Impregnable show cases. 

Scarlet Fever. — Of the twenty-six cases returned, thirteen 
were from the St. Vincent, four from the Impregnable, three 
from the Boscawen, and single cases from the Duncan, Ganges, 
Hector, Martin, Repulse, and Warrior. 

The thirteen cases returned by the St. Vincent were pretty 
€venly distributed over the year, and were all, except in one 
instance, clearly traceable to external origin ; in no case could 
infection from boy tol^oy be discovered. Two of the cases which 
occurred in January were in the persons of boys who had returned 
from leave at Hull ; as sooo as this was known all the boys who 
had been at Hull on leave were sent to Haslar Hospital for 
quarantine, and the decks fumigated. 

In the Impregnable two out of the four cases returned were 
traceable to infection brought off by a carpenter's mate from his 
home at Millbrook, where it was found that the disease existed 
in his family ; the boys affected were working with him in a 
tender. When this was discovered means were at once taken to 
prevent further mischief from this cause. The remaining cases, as 
well as those in the other ships, were all clearly contracted while on 
shore on leave. No invaliding or death was due to scarlet fever. 

Continued Fevers ; Enteric Fever. — Sixty-seven cases of enteric 
fever occurred during the year ; of these, there were twenty- nine in 
the Seaflower, seven in the Penelope, six in the Northumberland, 
four in the Duncan, three each in the Agincourt, Asia, and St. 
Vincent, two in the Vernon, and solitary cases in the Achilles, 
Assistance, Bellisle, Boscawen, Britannia, Cambridge, Pembroke, 
Sakmis, Valorous, and Victoria and Albert ; of these seventeen 
died and seven persons were invalided. 

In the Seaflower, training brig for boys, the disease first 
showed itself on 11th October, when the ship was at anchor in 
Dartmouth Harbour ; on that day four boys were on the sick- 
list with headache and abdominal pain, but no suspicion of the 
nature of the disease was enteri;ained. On the 14th the 
symptoms in the case of one of these b<^s pointed to enteric 
fever, and he was immediately removed to Dartmouth sick quar- 
ters. The brig was at once ordered to Plymouth, but bad 
weather prevented her departure until the 16th ; on the 
morning of that day four more cases, in which like symptoms 
had declared themselves, were sent to sick quarters, and the 
ship was towed to Plymouth, arriving there the same evening. 
On the next day, .the 17th, fourteen suspicious cases were 
sent to Plymouth Hospital, and the crew turned over to a hulk 
the same day, the Seaflower being placed in the hands of the 
Dockyard to be thoroughly cleared out and disinfected. On 
board the hulk to whicn the Seaflower's crew was transferred 
every possible sanitary precaution was put in force, and frequent 
inspections instituted, when any doubtful cases detected were at 
once sent to hospital ; before the end of October sixteen more 
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Home suspicious cases of disease occurred, as follows : On the 18th 
Station. October, two ; on tlie 20th, three ; on the 23rd, three ; on the 24th, 
three ; on the 27th, four ; in the early part of November six more 
cases were sent to hospital, the last bemg on the 2l8t. Of these 
cases, which, with the exception of two men, were in the persona 
of boys, twenty-nine proved to be enteric fever of a more or less 
virulent type, and resulted in death in six instances ; most of the 
others returning to duty after a more or less prolonged con- 
valescence, though some remained under treatment at the end of 
the year. An official inquiry on the circumstances of the out- 
break was held by a board of executive and medical officers, 
which commenced to sit on the 23rd October. The investigation 
resulted in a report stating that the cleanliness and general 
sanitary condition of the ship was satisfactory in all point-s, and 
that the water and provisions that had been in use on board were 
above suspicion. The board considered that the disease Lid 
been introduced by two boys who had been on leave at Ports- 
mouth, and had spread through the exceptional circumstances of 
the Seaflower's service. 

The brig had left Portsmouth on the 5th September on one of 
her usual cruises and had been detained at Dartmouth by bad 
weather from the 2nd of October, nine days before the occurrence 
of the first case of fever. During this time, and especially for the 
three last days, the exceptionally wet weather had made it 
necessary to ke^ p the awnings almost constantly sloped ; this 
had interfered much with the ventilation of the lower deck, 
which in a ship of this sort, with a large number of boys on 
board and very limited space, depends much on free access of 
air through hatchways and windsails. So bad was the ventilation 
of the deck during these three days, the surgeon in charge states, 
that several of th6 men complained of the smell at night, and 
headaches, and in some instances vomiting, resulted in the 
morning. While on the subject of sanitation, it should be 
mentioned that the same limited water-closet accommodation 
must have been used by any boys who were affected with 
typhoid diarrhoea, as well as by the healthy ones. There were 
only two cases amongst the men, who used separate water-closets 
and slept in the best ventilated part of the deck. 

It appears that the boys had afternoon leave on shore at Ports- 
mouth on 24th September, and at Dartmouth on 7th, 8th, and 9th 
October. In parts of the former town enteric fever existed, but none 
was reported in Dartmouth. Two of the boys who were earliest 
attacked, and whose cases turned out amongst the most severe, 
had slept in Landport or Southsea seventeen days before they 
were taken ill, and though inquiries made by the police failed 
to detect any actual communication of these boys with places 
where the disease existed, it is quite impossible to ascertain 
where or in what company boys spend the whole of their time on 
leave. Though the evidence is very unsatisfactory it may fairly 
be assumed that the two boys alluded to contracted the disease 
on shore, but the virulent outbreak amongst the other boys 
followed so rapidly, that the assumption of a re^infection on 
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board the ship from these two cases is more difficult, and can ^o°^Q 
only be admitted by taking into account the exceptionally un- Station, 
favourable sanitary conditions in the over-crowding amon^- 
young susceptible subjects. It is not impossible that the con- 
dition of their sleeping place, as before described, may have had 
an influence in shortening the period of incubation, either by 
depressing vitality so as to leaye the system open to attack, or 
by intensifying the power of the morbific influences present; 
cases of* a somewhat similar nature would appear to have been 
before experienced. Failing this explanation, a fresh cause 
for the secondary outbreak must be looked for on board, a 
supposition not warranted by the sanitary condition of the ship, 
as reported, or it must be supposed that a number of the boys 
attacked had been together under the same infecting influence 
when on shore at Portsmouth, which would be most unlikely. 

The Penelope returns seven cases of enteric fever. This is a 
stationary ship employed on the coast-guard service at Harwich, 
but owing to exceptional circumstances she was selected for 
temporary service during the active operations in Egypt, and was 
employed on this duty for about four months, her station beino- 
chiefly in the Suez Canal. To this service the cases of enteric 
fever are due. They all occurred during the passage home, 
except one ten days after arrival in England ; two were sent to 
hospital at Gibraltar and two at Chatham. If one of the men had 
been out of the ship for at least a month before being taken ill, . 
and her sanitary condition was excellent. The cause of the sick- 
ness is ascribed to the condition of Lake Timsah, at Ismailia, 
where the Penelope lay, which all reports agree in describing as 
saturated with filth, being the stagnant receptacle for all the 
refuse and sewage from the force on shore, and the large fleet of 
transports anchored there. 

Six cases occurred in the Northumberland with one death. 
All these were likewise attributable to service in Egypt, most of 
the men attacked having been landed to guard the Suez Canal. 
The dispersion of the force employed there had distributed the 
illness resulting from this service over several other stations than 
the Mediterranean. 

The four cases returned from the Duncan were from the naval 
barracks at Sheerness. Two occurred in March, in the persons 
of men who had just returned from service in the Monarch in 
the Mediterranean, and are said to have most probably contracted 
the disease while landed either at Sfax or Tunis. One of these * 
proved fatal in Melville Hospital ; a third patient owed the origin 
of his illness to Hull, from whence he had lately come in a 
revenue cutter ; and the fourth case was probably due to the town 
of Sheerness. All recovered except the above-mentioned fatal case. 

The Agincourt was another of the ships employed in Egypt, 
and the three cases which occurred on board were evidently due 
to the service there, having been contracted at Port Said. One 
of these patients died. 

The three persons belonging to the Asia who were attacked 
were living with their friends on shore in the neighbourhood of 
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Home Portsmouth, and were attended by civil practitioners ; two died, 
^•^- he third recovered after fifty days' treatment. 

The St. Vincent returns three cases, in boys, with two deaths ; 
the origin of the disease is ascribed to tbe homes of the boys ; 
they were treated in Haslar Hospital. 

The remaining cases were all attributed to a shore origin ; 
those in the Lion and Pembroke ended fatally ; there was also a 
. death from this disease in the Excellent, thougb there is no cor- 
responding case, the man having been sent to hospital for con- 
tinued fever. 

Simple Continued Fever. — There were 239 cases of this disease 
returned during the year under review, with no resulting deaths 
or invalidings. The ships which returned most cases were the 
Excellent, with 25 cases; the Agincourt, with twenty-three 
cases ; the Northumberland, with sixteen ; and the Duke of 
Wellington and Duncan, with fifteen each. 

Paroxysmal Fevers ; Ague. — Fifty-one cases are returned, the 
Duncan, at Sheerness, as usual, heading the list with thirteen ; 
the Excellent, at Portsmouth, shows ten cases ; and the remainder 
are distributed over the ships of the Home Station. There was 
no death or invaliding. 

Remittent Fever. — Fifty-three cases appear in the returns, 
with one death and three invalidings ; to these the Agincourt 
* contributes twenty-eight ; twenty-four of these were in the early 
part of the year, and were encountered after having left Cagliari 
and Gibraltar for England, the disease doubtless having had its 
origin in these ports. The type was that usual in Mediterranean 
fever ; fifteen were sent to hospital , at Plymouth and Portland, 
and some proved very protracted, remaining three and four 
months under treatment. The other four are referable to service 
in Egypt later in the year. One of the cases had a fatal termi- 
nation, and one was invalided. The Duncan returns six cases; 
in one of these the disease appears to have been of local origin, 
the others were the more common instances, where disease 
originally contracted abroad is again set up by the climatic 
influences of Sheerness. The Achilles had five cases, which 
occurred in the last quarter, and were all due to Egyptian 
service, from which she returned in October. The Minotaur's 
four cases were also due to her Eastern ^sojourn. Cases are also 
returned from the Cambridge, Orontes, and Warrior, two each ; 
and single ones from the Duke of Wellington, Repulse, Revenge, 
and Royal Adelaide. 

Diphtheria. — There was one fatal case returned from the Asia, 
in the person of an officer, who appears to have contracted the 
disease at his house on shore, where he died. 

Erysipelas. — There are forty-nine cas^ tabulated, with no 
death, but two persons were invalided. The boys' training ships 
ao^ain show the largest proportion of cases, which are of the 
usual character, consequent on. trivial abrasions, or skin affections 
of the legs and feet. 

Pyamicu — 
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Pyamia. — A death is returned under this heading ; the patient sta^a. 

was a boy of the Impregnable, who had been sent to hospital -^ ' 

with erythema nodosum ; erysipelas supervened, and during 
the course of the last-named disease pysemia set in and proved 
fatal 



General Diseases— Constitational Group. 

Rheumatism. — Of this disease 821 cases were returned, which 
is in the ratio of 42*84 per 1,000, and is a decrease of 6*48 per 
1,000 on the ratio of the preceding year. There were two 
deaths, and fifty-eight invalidings from this cause. The total 
number of days' sickness, in hospital and on board ship was 
19,057, which gives an average duration of 23*21 days to each 
case; this is an increase of 3*32 days over the average of 1881. 
The average number of men sick daily from rheumatism was 
52-21. 

Syphilis, Primary, — There were 845 cases of primary syphilb 
returned during the year, which is in the ratio oi 44*1 per 1,000 
of force, and shows a decrease of 2*28 per 1,000 when compared 
with the ratio of 1881. The total days' sickness, on board ship 
and in hospital, was 30,720, which gives an average duration for 
each case of 36;35 days. The average number of men inefficient 
daily from this disease was 84*16, which is in the ratio of 4*39 
per 1,000 ; and is a decrease of "39 per 1,000 on last year's ratio. 
Nine persons were invalided from the eflPects of the disease 
during the year; 

The usual tables relating to the working of the Contagious 
Diseases Acts are given in the Appendix. 

Syphilisy Secondary. — Of the constitutional forms of syphilis 
381 cases are tabulated, which give a ratio per 1,000 of 19*88, 
and shows an increase on last year's ratio of 3*49 per 1,000. 
There were twenty-five persons invalided during the year, but 
no deaths. The average duration of each case, on board ship 
and in hospital, was 35*34 days. 

Tubercular Diseases^ — Eighty cases are recorded as having been 
placed on the sick-list, and twenty deaths and seventy-eight 
invalidings are returned as due to phthisis ; this excess in the 
numbers dead and invalided over the admissions is due to the 
development of the disease in hospital subsequent to the patients 
having left their ships. The ratio of cases was 4*17 per 1,000; 
of deaths 1*04 per 1,000, an increase of '23 per 1,000 over last 
year's ratio, and of invaliding 4*07 per 1,000, a decrease of 1*07 
per 1,000 on last year. 
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Home 

sutioD. Diseases of the Nervous System and Organs of the 

Special Senses. 

In this class are returned 4*87 cases, which is in the ratio of 25*41 

?er 1,000, and is a decrease on last year's ratio of '83 per 1,000. 
'here were 104 persons invalided, equal to a ratio of 5*42 per 
1,000, and showing an increase of *23 per 1,000 ; and the deaths 
numbered nine, the same as last year ; but this ^ves a slight 
increase of "06 in the ratio per 1,000 over that of the preceding 
year. Epilepsy, diseases of the eye and ear, and disease of the 
brain, as usual, were the chief causes of invaliding. There were 
three deaths from apoplexy, one from epilepsy, and five from 
other diseases of the brain. 

Diseases of the Circulatory System. 

There were 148 cases returned under this heading; this is 
in the ratio of 7*72 per 1,000, and is an increase, compared with 
1881, of 1-31 per 1,000. Eighty were invalided, or 4-17 per 
1,000 ; this is a decrease of '39 per 1,000 on last year's ratio ; and 
there were seventeen deaths, which gives a ratio of '88 per 1,000, 
an increase of '07 per 1,000 over that of the preceding year. 

Organic disease of the heart accounts for thirty-nine invalidings, 
and functional disease of the heart for twenty, varicose veins lor 
nineteen, and aneurism for two. Organic disease of the heart 
caused fifteen of the deaths, and aneurism the other two. 



Diseases of the Absorbent System and Ductless 
Glands. 

Under this head 104 cases appear, giving a ratio of 5 '42 per 
1,000, and showing a decrease of 2*25 per 1,000 when compared 
with that of last year. Two men were invalided for bubo. 

Diseases of the Bespiratory System. 

There were 1,572 cases of disease of the respiratory organs 
under treatment during the year ; this equals a ratio of 82*04 
per 1,000, and exhibits a considerable decrease, equal to 12*99 
per 1,000 on that of the foregoing year. The number invalided 
was twenty-eight, giving a ratio of 1'46 per 1,000, being an 
increase of *7 per 1,000 over that of 1881. The deaths 
numbered thirty-one, equalling a ratio of 1*61 per 1,000, and 
being a decrease of -15 per 1,000 on the last year's rate. Pneu- 
monia and pleurisy caused two-thirds of the invaliding. Twenty- 
five deaths were due to pneumonia, two to bronchitis, one each 
are ascribed to pleurisy and haemoptysis, and two died from 
other diseases of the lungs. 
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Diseases of the Digestive System. 

Eighteen hundred and thirty-one cases of disease are included 
in this group; this gives a ratio of 95*56 per 1,000, and shows a 
decrease of 2*94 per 1,000 when compared with the last year. 
There were sixty invalided, in the ratio of 3*13 per 1,000, being 
•33 per 1,000 more than last year; and six died, being '31 per 
1^000, and showing a decrease of -09 on the ratio of 1881. Hernia 
was the cause of invaliding of forty-two persons, diseases of the 
stomach and liver of five, and loss of teeth, &c., of four. Dysentery 
and diarrhoea caused two deaths, diseases of the liver three, and 
one. which is ascribed to hcemorrhoids, was really due to septi- 
caemia, after the removal of the haemorrhoids by operation. 



Diseases of the Urinary and Generative Systems. 

There were 1,766 entries under this class in 1882, which gives 
a ratio of 92*17 per 1,W0, an increase of 8' 16 per 1,000 on that 
of the preceding year. The invalidings amounted to thirty- 
four, and show a ratio of 1*77 per 1,000, an increase of '65 per 
1,000 on that of last year. The deaths were three, equal to -15 per 
1,000, and also a slight increase on last year's ratio. Diseases 
of the kidneys account for nine invalidings, of thie bladder for 
seven, varicocele for four, orchitis for one, and other diseases not 
venereal for three ; gonorrhoea and its sequelae caused the 
invaliding of ten persons. The three deaths were all from disease 
of the kidneys. 

Gonorrhcea and Epididymitis. — Of these diseases, 1,472 cases 
were under treatment, being 1,379 of gonorrhoea, which gives a 
ratio of 71*97 per 1,000, an increase of 6*89 per 1,000, and 
ninety-three of epididymitis, equal to 4*85 per 1,000, and show- 
ing an increase of '16 per 1,000 when compared with the ratios of 
the preceding year. There were daily ineffective from gonorrhoea, 
99*53 men, as against 101*41 in 1881, and the average duration 
of each case was 26*34 days : from epididymitis, 5 26 men were 
off* duty daily, the average duration of each case being 20*66 
days. 

Diseases of the Organs of Locomotion. 

Under this heading are returned ninety-nine cases ; this is in 
the ratio of 5*16 per 1,000, and is an increase of 1-73 per 1,000 
on that of the last year. Twenty-one persons were invalided 
for diseases of the bones^ joints, and bursas ; there was no death. . 
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Diseases of the CeUular Tissue and Cutaneous System. 

The number of cases returned under this head was 4,084, giving 
a ratio of 213-15 per 1,000, and showing an increase of 3*44 per 
1,000 on the ratio of 1881. Of the total, 1,858 were cases of 
phlegmon and abscess, 874 of ulcer, 997 of scabies, and 355 
of other diseases of the skin. Eleven persons were invalided 
for abscess and ulcer, and seven for diseases of the skin. There 
was one death from a large abdominal abscess in a boy, a strumous 
subject, belonging to the Lion. 

The average number ineffective daily from these diseases, 
was 185-18. 



TJnclassed. 

Under this head are included 287 cases, viz., debility 177, 
headache thirty-three, sea-sickness five, and observation seventy- 
two. The large nurpber under this latter head is chiefly made 
up by the detention in quarantine of boys who have returned to 
the training ships from leave in suspected localities. There were 
twenty-one invalidings for debility, and seven for headache ; no 
death is recorded. 



Foisons. 

Eighteen cases of poisoning are returned. These include six of 
delirium tremens, seven by alcohol, and five of lead poisoning. 
In no case was there a fatal result Two of the cases of lead 
poisoning were in painters, and the other three were occasioned 
by working at scraping off old lead paint, &c., in the double 
bottoms of ships. 

Injuries, &c. 

The number of injuries of various sorts tabulated during the 
year was 3,124, being equal to a ratio of 163*04 per 1,000, and 
showing a decrease of 15*95 per 1,000 on the ratio of the pre- 
ceding year. Fifty-two persons were invalided for injury, 
which gives a ratio of 2*71 per 1,000, an increase of '82 per 
1,000 on the last year; and in twenty-two cases the injury 
resulted fatally, giving a death ratio of 1*14 per 1,000, a decrease 
of '48 per 1,000 on that of the last year. Wounds, &c., account 
for 2,956 cases, burns and scalds for 148, and submersion and 
drowning for twenty. Of the fatal injuries three were from 
fractures and wounds by falls from aloft, &c., one by a gun accident 
whilst saluting, two by being run Over by carts while on duty, 
one man sustaining rupture of the liver, and the other compound 
fracture of the leg, and one by fracture of the skull by a fall 
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downstairs in a house, while on leave ; fourteen deaths were due Home 
to drowning ; of these seven were by the capsizing of boats, two S tation ^ 
by being washed out of a boat in a gale, one by a fall from aloft ~ 

into the sea, one man fell overboard while painting a ship's side, 
two were found drowned, and one man was drowned while on 
leave; one case of suicide by gunshot wound is returned from the 
Valiant. 



Invaliding. 

The number invalided from the Home Force during the year 
was 614, which gives a ratio of 32*04 per 1,000, an increase on 
that of 1881 equal to 4*49 per 1,000 ; it also sliows an increase on 
the invaliding ratio for the last ten years of '21 per 1,000. 

Under General Diseases, Febrile Group, twelve persons were 
invalided ; and under the constitutional ^roup, 175 ; viz., fifty- 
eight for rheumatism, nine for primary, and twenty-five for 
secondary syphilis, and eighty-three for tubercular and other 
diseases ; sixty-three persons were invalided for diseases of the 
nervous system ; twenty for diseases of the eye ; twenty -one for 
diseases of the ear; eighty for diseases of the circulatory system; 
of the absorbent system, two ; of the respiratory system, twenty-- 
eight; of the digestive system, sixty; for gonorrhoea and its 
sequelae, ten; for other diseases of the urinary and generative 
systems, twenty-four ; for diseases of the organs of locomotion, 
twenty-one ; of the cellular and cutaneous system, eighteen ; for 
debility, &o., twenty-eight ; and for injuries, fifty-two. 

Mortality. 

The total number of deaths was 133, which is in the ratio 
of 6 '94 per 1,000; this exhibits an increase when compared with 
the preceding twelve months of '22 per 1,000, and is also an 
increase on the average ratio of the last ten years, amounting to 
•02 per 1,000. 
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MEDITERRANEAN STATION. 



Medi* The Meditefranean Squadron in 1882 was composed of forty- 

terranean two vessels, viz., thirteen ironclads, one frigate, two corvettes, 
St fttioD . Qjj^ sloop (sailing), one steam sloop, five gun vessels, seven gun 
boats, three steam vessels, three despatch vessels, four troop ships, 
one receiving ship, and one torpedo depot ship. The returns for 
twenty-one vessels were for the whole year, and from the re- 
mainder for periods varying from three to a.little over six months. 
The mean force, corrected for time, was 7,500, and the total 
number of cases of disease and injury entered on the sick-list 
during the year was 11,353. This is in the ratio of 1513 TSper 
1,000, and is an increase, when compared with the last year's 
ratio, equal to 144*44 per 1,000, and with the average ratio for the 
last ten years of J 62'59 per 1,000. Of these 622 persons were 
invalided, being in the ratio of 82*93 per 1,000, an increase of 
51*83 per 1,000 over last year, and of 43*4 over the last ten years' 
average ratios. The deaths numbered ninety-eight, being 13*06 
per 1,000, the ratio exceeding that of last year by 5*98 per 1,000, 
and that for the last ten years by 5*51 per 1,000. These large 
increases are due to the active operations in Egypt, in which the 
ships on this station formed the greater part of the force en- 
gaged. 

The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, was in the ratio of 9*51 per 1,000 ; and from the 
Constitutional Group, 5*6 per 1,000 ; from diseases of the nervous 
system, •47; from diseases of the eye, '41 ; of the ear, '14 ; of the 
circulatory system, '41 ; of the absorbent system, '68 ; of the 
respiratory system, 1*48; of the digestive system, 4*97; of the 
urinary and generative systems, 2*8; of the organs of locomotion, 
•25; of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system, 11*46; from 
debility, &c., '69; from poisons, *03 ; from wounds and injuries, 
9*7 ; and from wounds in action, *46. 

The average number of men sick daily was 368*94, which is 
in the ratio of 49*19 per 1,000, and is an increase of 6*2 per 1,000 
over that of 1881, and an increase on the last ten years' average 
of2*65 per 1,000. 

General Diseases-— Febrile Group. 

This group comprises 1,400 cases of various forms of febrile 
disease ; of this number, one was a case of scarlet fever, and one 
of dengue, and 102 were of enteric, and 591 of simple continued 
fever, sixteen of ague, 668 of remittent fever, nine of raumps, and 
twelve of erysipelas. 

Two hundred and ninety-eight persons were invalided, seventy- 
five 
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five being for enteric fever, two for simple continued fever, and Medi- 
221 for remittent fever. There were forty-three deaths ; twenty- terranean 
seven from enteric fever, one from simple continued fever, and Station, 
fifteen from remittent fever. 

As it is in this group that the great bulk of the sickness due 
to the hostilities in Egypt is comprised, it had better be stated 
here that it has been found impossible to record the whole 
of it in the returns of the Mediterranean Station, as, though 
the larger portion of the force employed there belonged to this 
Squadron, ships from the Home, East Indian, and Irregular 
Forces were also largely engaged in this duty, and, having 
separated soon after tne dispersion of Arabi's forces, a large 
amount of disease due to service on the Egyptian coasts did not 
become developed until these ships had returned to their own 
stations, so that the difficulties in the way of a correct separate 
classification were found to be insuperable. The constant inter- 
change of the naval force employed between the ships and the 
shore, men having been landed and re-embarked in small parties 
more than once, renders any general analysis of the sickness of 
the naval force landed, as such, quite impossible. It has been 
found necessary to return the sickness of the marines serving on 
shore with that of the Irregular Force. 

It was deemed best, under the circumstances, that men who 
were seriously ill, or who required prolonged hospital treatment, 
should not be detained longer than could be helped in Egyptian 
waters, and arrangements were accordingly made that Malta 
Hospital, so conveniently situated for the purpose, should form 
what might be called the base hospital for the navy, and either 
transports specially detailed for the purpose, or these, and other 
ships touching at Malta, took patients requiring treatment there 
with as little delay as possible. During part of the time the 
Tamar transport, stationed at Alexandria, was made use of as a 
temporary hospital ship both for the navy and army, and many 
patients were treated on board, either waiting an opportunity for 
Malta Hospital, or sent back to their ships if cured mean- 
while. 

Enteric Fever, — There were 102 cases of enteric fever returned 
during the year, seventy-five persons having been invalided for 
it, and twenty-seven deaths having resulted. These numbers do 
not represent the total amount of the disease encountered, as 
many men who were sent to hospital for what was returned as 
remittent or simple continued fever, subsequently exhibited 
symptoms of enteric fever. Very much the larger proportion of 
these cases were due to service on the Egyptian coast, cases 
manifested themselves soon after the first landing at Alexandria, 
and most of the ships employed in those waters suffered more or 
or less from the disease. Some of the ships have returned many 
of these cases as typho-malarial fever, and in these the symptoms 
of remittent fever often masked the enteric ones, though post- 
mortem investigation, when it took place, invariably revealed the 
intestinal lesions characteristic of the latter disease ; and the 
question arises how far the causation in these cases was due to 
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Medi- malaria. As far as can be judged from the returns, pure malarial 
g^J^^ fever does not appear to have been unusually prevalent at the 

* time of these operations, and it is almost needless to allude to the 

well-known presence in Egypt of insanitary conditions in all 
directions. All accounts agree in the fact that everywhere the 
conditions of filth-contamination prevail ; besides the universal 
habit of making the nearest desert spot to inhabited places the 

teneral receptfiwole for all refuse, dead animals, human excrement, 
;c.,the inhabitants make use of these surrounding sandy plains as a 
general latrine, and though dry sand and a powerful sun seem to 

frove rapid and eflScient deodorizers, the perfect elimination of 
urtful material by these means must be very doubtful, and 
should specific germs be present they would under these conditions 
be wafted about by the wind, free to set up disease as long as 
their power to do so lasted. The desert sand in the neighbour- 
hood of towns seems always to be in a state of faecal impregnation, 
some accounts mention its faecal odour, and one officer who 
carefully analysed specimens in the neighbourhood of Port Said, 
found abundant organic matter present, due, as he says, in the 
absence of vegetable and animal life, to the night soil daily 
deposited on the ground, through a long course of years. With 
these conditions present no amount of filtration or care could 
preserve water or food from contamination through the filthy 
dust blown about, and it does not need to go further to furnish 
grounds to account for a py thogenic origin for much of the fever 
and bowel complaints so prevalent amongst men unacclimatised, 
and subject to the unavoidable conditions of the service on which 
they were employed. Every effort was made to supply pure" 
drinking water ; when it was possible the men were supplied with 
distilled water from their ships, and pocket filters were issued when 
procurable ; these latter did not prove a success, as they soon 
became choked and useless. Efficient filters were alno extem- 
porised by putting sand in Indian chatties, and in the Gu^yrd 
for the Suez Canal cold tea was supplied for the water bottles and 
found refreshing, besides giving a guarantee that the water had 
been well boiled ; it was, however, impossible to prevent an occa- 
sional resort to the muddy Nile water in the canals. The usual 
allowance of grog was served out but not exceeded. 

In the early days of the occupation of Alexandria, the only 
quarters available for the men were of the most undesirable kind 
in a sanitary view, and though all possible means of cleaning 
were at once instituted, it would appear that very early the 
morbific influences seized on the occvipants. The Monarch was 
the ship that suffered most in this respect, having returned 
thirty-one cases, twenty-se\en of which appeared due to 
Alexandria, and three to Port Said. Her men were landed 
early, and subjected to all the conditions mentioned above. Soon 
after landing the disease commenced, the first cases occurring 
within four or five days. Nine of her cases died, and twenty- 
one were invalided. 

The Invincible records the next largest number of cases, viz., 
eighteen, with three deaths, and fifteen invalided. Thirteen of 
her cases were amongst a party of fifty marines who occupied the 
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Aboukir Forts for fourteen days, and were evidently caused by Medi- 
drinking impure well water ; four of the other cases were in men terranean 
who had been landed at Alexandria. S tation . 

The Inconstant shows nine cases^ all ascribed to the use of 
contaminated water when the men were landed at Alexandria ; 
she returns only one death. 

The eight cases of the Inflexible, with five ijivalidings and one 
death, are ascribed to Alexandria. 

The Tamar returns eight cases ; this ship was in the inner 
harbour at Alexandria, and remained there doing duty as a 
temporary hospital ship for Navy and Army, with a short 
interruption, up to the middle of October. The causation of the 
disease, it is considered, was probably due to the insanitary 
eonditions of the surroundings of the ship in the inner harbour, 
and the exigencies of the service forbade her removal to a niore 
healthy situation, as she was used also as a depot ship for men 
employed on shore. Three of the men attacked had been in long 
and close attendance as nurses on patients ill with enteric fever 
in the hospital portion of the ship, but they were also subject to 
whatever causes had affected the other men attacked. There 
was only one case of invaliding and no death returned from this 
ship. 

The Achilles returns three cases, of which one was invalided 
and two died, all contracted on shore at Alei^andria ; and the 
Agincourt five, of which three were invalided ; other cases are 
returned from the Iris, Minotaur, Northumberland, Orion, 
S|lamis, Sultan, Temeraire, and Thalia ; and there were deaths 
from the disease, in the Alexandra one, Hecla one. Helicon one. 
Iris two, Minotaur one. Sultan one. Superb one, and Temeraire 
two. 

Simple Continued Fever. — There are 591 cases returned, with 
two invalidings and one death. 

The Superb returns ninety-eight cases, with an average dura- 
tion of about seven days. These are reported to have occurred 
about the beginning and termination of an outbreak of remittent 
fever, from which she suffered early in the year, and are on doubt 
due to the same causes, which will be alluded to hereafter. 

The Alexandra had forty-seven cases, due to service in Egypt. 

The Northumberland returns forty-one cases. Her men were 
employed in guarding the banks of the Suez Canal, and the . 
majority of the cases made their appearance after the return of the 
landing parties to the ship. They are described as chiefly cases 
of 8un-fever, and their time on the sick-list averaged about ten 
days^ Two cases, which at first presented the usual symptoms, 
subsequently developed into remittent fever. 

Fifiy-seven c^ses are recorded in the Gary sfort, with an average 
of five days' sickness for each. This ship was in Lake Timsah 
off Ismailia for two months between July and September, and 
ifterwards at Suez ; the cases are attributed to over-fatigue in 
the sun on shore at Ismailia ; one death occurred at Suez, the 
Only fatality under this head. The Thalia, which also lay in 
I^ake Timsah for a considerable time, returns eighteen cases, 
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Mcdi- with an average of nine days under treatment for each, 
tenranean and the Penelope, flag ship in the Suez Canal, twenty-one cases. 
Station. These were the ships that returned the largest number, but all 
those employed in Egypt suffered more or less from this cause. 

Paroxysmal Fevers. — There are returned sixteen cases of 
ague, and 668 of remittent fever, giving a ratio of 91*2 per 1,000 ; 
this is no less an increase than 64*24 per 1,000 over last year's 
rate. The invaliding ratio is 29*46 per 1,000, and also exhibits 
a large increase, 26*51 per 1,000, over last year, while the death 
ratio for this year, 2' per 1,000, is 122 per 1,000 higher than 
that of 1881. The total number of days' sickness was 17,827, 
and the average duration of each case, 26*06 days. The average 
number daily ineffective was 48*84, equal to a ratio of 6*51 per 
1,000. The large increase under the head of remittent fever, 
though mainly due to the Egyptian operations, is not altogether 
so, as the disease prevailed amongst some of the ships of the 
squadron at Malta during the spring. 

The Monarch returns the largest number of cases of remittent 
fever, 149, out of which fifty-five were invalided, and four died. 
The ship had been in Somerset Dock at M alta when recommis- 
sioned, on 27th January, by a fresh crew from England, sent out 
in the Tamar, and on the 9th of February was moved into French 
Creek, when she was moored close to the shore ; soon after this, 
cases of remittent fever began to occur on board, and in conse- 
quence, on the 3rd of March she was moved higher up the Grand 
Harbour, so as to get the benefit of the prevailing breezes. This, 
however, did not check the occurrence of cases, which continued 
more or less from this period till after the ship left the Egyptian 
coasts in the following October. Forty- nine of the cases occurred 
in the spring quarter, thirty-nine in the midsummer, fifty in the 
Michaelmas, and eleven in the last quarter. The cause of this 
outbreak, and of similar ones in the Superb and Condor, which 
occurred about the same time, appears by the weight of opinion 
of observers, to be chiefly due to the locality where the ships lay, 
and where the crews of other ships and yachts anchored also 
suffered from the fever. French Creek is an almost stagnant 
anchorage, in which any breeze that may prevail is but little felt, 
owing to high surrounding land ; and the water is said to be 
ei^ceedingly foul from sewage, though somewhat improved of late 
years in this respect. In the neighbourhood of the dockyard 
new sewage works for Valetta had caused some excavation and 
turning up of the soil, and there is stated to have been an un- 
U8\ially large rainfall for the season. The nights were cold, with 
heavy dews, and some attacks were clearly traceable to this last as 
the exciting cause. In the instance of the Monarch, a young un- 
acclimatized crew, fresh from England, must also be taken account 
of as a predisposing circumstance. When once the malarious 
influence had taken hold on the systems of the men, its persist- 
ence was marked. The symptoms of the fever differed little from 
those of the ordinary Mediterranean remittent so often described ; 
the liability to further attacks, the persistent debility, and the 
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impossibiKty of shaking off the disease, when severe, without 
leaving the station, were all present. The cases that occurred at 
Malta were the most severe, and as the year went on the type 
became milder, the climate on the Egyptian coast not appearing 
to intensify the symptoms, but rather the reverse. 

The Superb returns 136 cases, with seventy invalidings, and 
one death. She was at Malta from January 1st to April 5th. 
It was in the early part of March that the disease began to 
prevail on board, and cases continued to occur until the end of 
July, when the ship was in Egyptian waters. In February, and 
again towards the end of the epidemic, cases of febricula and 
catarrh occurred, which seemed to be a modified form of the 
disease induced by the epidemic influence. There is an interesting 
feature in this ship regarding the modifying influence which a 
structural peculiaritjv exercised on the course of the disease. The 
Superb was originally built for a foreign Government, and her 
mess deck possessed the unusual feature of a sort of second storey, 
called a flying deck, and, while the main mess deck is seven 
and a half feet high, this other space has only a mean height of 
about five feet, and is, moreover, situated in such a position, and 
BO constructed that the men sleeping there are exposed to an 
atmosphere deteriorated by all the foul and heated air rising 
from the sleeping deck below them. On the lower deck 196 men 
were berthed, with a cubic space of about 116 feet each, and on 
the flying deck were 140 men, with a cubic space of 108 feet 
each, and without the ventilation which the large ports afiforded 
in the former case. A third sleeping place was the oattery, lofty, 
and well ventilated, with plenty of cubic space. Now, as to the 
result. On a day in March, during the prevalence of the disease, the 
number of fever cases was taken, when it was found that of the 
men sleeping in the battery 4*4 per cent, were on the sick-list with 
fever; lower deck, 9*2 per cent. ; and flying deck, 14* per cent* 
During the same quarter the usual sleeping berths of all the fever 
cases occurring in the period were ascertained, when it was found 
that in the three months 9*7 per cent, of the men in the battery 
had been attacked, 16*8 per cent, of those on the lower deck, and 
of those on the flying deck, 29*2 per cent. These numbers bear 
strong testimony to the effect of proper ventilation in aiding 
the power of resisting morbific influence. 

Thirty-nine cases are returned from the Alexandra, with six- 
teen invalidings and three deaths. She did not remain at Malta, 

> like the two ships just mentioned, but had two short cruises during 
the spring ; nevertheless, all these cases but ten are reported as 
due to Malta. Ten cases tabulated under this head occurred 

1 during service on shore in Egypt, and all these subsequently 
developed enteric symptoms. 

The Invincible returns forty-eight cases, of which seven were 
invalided and two died. Owing to the illness of the medical 
officer in charge, and other circumstances, the details from this 
ship are scanty and unsatisfactory ; but it appears that all these 
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lledi- cases were contracted at Malta^ except fourteen in Egypt, 
^^J?^ amongst men who hafl been landed. 

* The Condor had twenty-seven cases, out of a complement of 

120, and of these lost thirteen by invaliding, and two by death. 
On March 2nd, when the ship went into Somerset Dock, at 
Malta, her crew were hulked on board the Thqnderer, in French 
Creek, where the Superb and Monarch were lying. A few days 
afterwards cases of remittent fever began, and continued to pre* 
sent themselves till the crew, on April 15th, were transferred to 
the Hibernia, after which only one case appeared ; seventeen in 
all occurred here. The medical oflScer states that a yacht, anchored 
near the Thunderer in French Creek, also suffered from remittent 
fever, and having left the creek the same day as the Condor, and 
anchored in Bighi Bay. no further case appeared. 'I'he same 
oflScer considers the disease due to some impurity of the water 
of the creek, as the Invincible's crew in the naval barracks a few 
yards off did not suffer, nor did other ships anchored in other 
parts of Grand Harbour. Nine of the Condor's cases were con- 
tracted in Egypt. 

The Sultan returns twenty-six cases, with fifteen invalidings, 
and three deaths. The sickness in her case is all referable to 
the Egyptian coasts, and occurred in men who were landed at 
Alexandria and Aboukir. 

The thirty-nine cases returned by the Cockatrice were due to 
the locality where she is stationed, near the mouth of the Danube ; 
the cases were mild, only averaging about three days under 
treatment. Besides the ships mentioned, nearly all those com- 
posing the squadron suffered in a minor degree from paroxysmal 
' fevers. 



General Diseases— Constitutional Group« 

In this group appear 870 cases, viz., 572 of rheumatism, 194 
of primary, and sixty-seven of secondary syphilis, twenty-five 
of tubercular diseases, and twelve of other diseases. Of these, 
forty-seven of rheumatism, four of primary, and five of secondary 
syphilis, and seventeen of tubercular diseases, were invalided; and 
one of rheumatism and four of phthisis died. 

Rhemnatism. — The 572 cases of rheumatism give a ratio per 
1,000 of 76-26, showing an increase of 3-82 per i,000 on that of 
last year. The invaliding ratio was 6*26 per 1,000, also an in- 
crease equal to 4'1 per 1,000, and the death -rate is slightly less 
than that of 1881. Average number of sick daily, 20*27 ; average 
duration of each case, 12*93 days. The Superb, Monarch, 
Alexandra, Temeraire, and Invincible suffered most. The 
greater number of cases are stated to have been sequelae of 
remittent fever. 

Syphilis^ Primary. — There were 194 cases under treatment 
during the year ; this gives a ratio of 25*86 per 1,000, and is a 
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decrease of 22-95 per 1,000, when compared with the preceding • Modi- 
year. Average duration of each case, 28 '38 days. Number tenftnean 
daily ineffective, 1508, which is equal to 2-01 per 1,000. These »t*^n- 
nmnbers are considerably less than those of last year, which is 
accounted for by the ships having been withdrawn from the usual 
sources of infection for active service on the coast of Egypt. 

Sypliilisy Secondary. — Sixty-seven cases, giving a ratio of 8*93 
per 1,000, are returned; this shows a slight decrease in the ratio 
per 1,000, equal to '32 when compared with last year. The in- 
validing ratio, '66 per 1,000, is I'll per 1,000 less than that of last 
year. The average number sick daily was 4'77, being in the ratio 
of '63 per 1,000, and a decrease of '12 per 1,000 when compared 
with 1881. Average duration of each case, 26*02 days. 

Tubercular Diseases, — *Twenty-four cases of phthisis, with 
fifteen persons invalided, and four deaths, are recorded. These 
ratios are considerably less than the last ten years' average on 
this station. 



Diseases of the Nervous System and Organs of the 
Special Senses. 

There are returned 110 cases of disease of the nervous systemi 
109 of disease of the eye, and fifty-seven of disease of the ear and 
nose. Thirty-eight were invalided, and there were three deaths. 
Ten men were invalided for epilepsy, and nine for insanity, during 
the year. The deaths were due to sunstroke, apoplexy, and 
disease of the brain. 

Diseases of the Eye. — These 109 cases consisted almost entirely 
of conjunctivitis of catarrhal origin, or caused by sand or grit in 
the eyes. There was an almost total immunity amongst the men 
of the fleet from the severe form of purulent ophthalmia, which was 
looked on as almost unavoidable in Egypt, and no doubt this satis- 
factory state of things was due in a great degree to the watchful 
care constantly exercised in this respect. Goggles were gene- 
rally issued to the men employed on sentry, or when much ex- 
posed to the glare of the sun, and all cases of ophthalmia were 
treated early by segregation, cleanliness, and frequent syringing 
with simple astringent lotions, so that, no doubt, many incipient 
cases were thus early checked. The Monarch reports three cases 
of purulent ophthalmia, one of which was very severe, but the 
disease caused no invaliding, nor is any permanent injury to sight 
recorded. 



Diseases of the Circnlatory System. 

Forty-two cases are returned, being in the ratio of 5'6 per 
1>000, and showing a decrease of 1*88 per 1,000 when compared 
with last year. Twenty-eight persons were invalided ; this was in 
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Medi- the ratio of 3'73 per 1,000, an increase of 1*37 per 1,000; and 
terrancan there were three deaths, equal to -4 per 1,000, a decrease of '19 
Station. per i^ooo on the ratios of the preceding year. 

Two of the deaths were due to organic disease of the heart, and 
one to pericarditis. 



Diseases of the Respiratory System. 

In this class are returned 553 cases of disease, the ratio per 
1,000 being 73*73, showing a decrease of 16*62 per 1,000 when 
compared with last year. There were twenty invalidings and 
five deaths, in both instances showing small increases on last 
year's ratios. Out of the total, 471 #ase8 were of catarrh, and 
the five deaths were due to pneumonia. 



• Diseases of the Digestive System. 

The diseases of this class are, as may be expected, largely 
increased by the service on the Egyptian coasts ; 2,055 cases are 
returned, being in the ratio of 274- per 1,000, and an increase of 
1 1 0*23 per 1 ,000 on that of last year. There were fifty -five invalid- 
ings, which gives a ratio of 7*33 per 1,000, 5*17 per 1,000 more 
than in 1881, and the deaths were twelve, being 1*6 per 1,000, 
and being also an increase on the last year's rate equal to 1*21 
per 1,000. Diarrhoea and dysentery comprise 1,231 of the total 
number of cases, and account for nearly all the invaliding, and 
for nine out of the twelve deaths. Ninety-seven of these cases 
appear in the returns as dysentery ; but in Egypt, where nearly 
all this disease was encountered, the dividing lines between dysen- 
tery and the severe forms of diarrhoea were almost imperceptible, 
and account for differences in the returns from ships that were 
under similar conditions, not otherwise to be explained, some 
medical officers classifying their cases under one head, and others 
under the other. As to the causation of the disease, and the 
precautions taken to avert it, the remarks under the head of enteric 
fever apply here also. Amongst other measures, flannel " cholera 
belts " were universally worn, but the causes seem to have been 
more dietetic, and dependent on the universal filth-contamination 
present, than on climatic influences or chills from changes of 
temperature. Besides the cases tabulated, diarrhoea in a greater 
or less degree attacked the great majority of those who were 
landed, and came to be looked on as an unavoidable accom- 
paniment of service on shore ; so that the figures above given 
show only a very small fraction of the actual amount of disease 
that existed. All the ships in the squadron suffered more (wr 
less, those in which febrile diseases were most frequent having 
had the largest number of these complaints. Fatal cases of 
dysentery are returned by the Carysfort, three; Thalia, two; and 
Invincible^ Orion, Sultan^ and Superb, one each. 
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Diseases of the Urinary and Generative Systems. station. 

Under this head 412 cases are classified; fourteen of these 
were invalided, but no death occurred. 

Gonorrhoea contributed 243 cases to this total, and its sequelae 
forty-nine ; the ratio of these combined was 34*8 per 1,000, and 
shows a decrease of 18*74 per 1,000 on the ratio of the preceding 
year. This considerable decrease is, as in the case of syphilis, 
no doubt due to the squadron being engaged on active service, 
*and the consequent withdrawal of the men from the places where 
disease is usually contracted. 

The average duration of each case of gonorrhoea was 19*9 days. 
The number of men daily ineffective from gonorrhoea and its 
effects during the year was 16. 

It is worthy of remark that no case of the parasitic haematuria, 
so common in Egypt, was noticed, though the Nile water was 
often used for bathino: and drinking. 



Diseases of the Organs of Locomotion. 

There were forty-seven cases of these diseases under treat- 
ment; one man was invalided, and there was no death; the 
invaliding was for chronic synovitis. 



Diseases of the Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous System. 

Of this class 3,068 cases came under observation, which com- 
prises 2,362 cases of phlegmon and abscess, and 557 of ulcer ; this 
was in the ratio of 409*06 per 1,000, and exhibits an increase of 
66*55 per l,000over 1881. The men invalided numbered seventeen, 
being in the ratio of 2'26 per 1,000. There was no death under 
this head. 3Chp number ineffective daily was 85*96 ; the average 
duration of each case of phlegmon and abscess was 8*36 days, 
and of each case of ulcer 17*53 days. The large increase of 
these diseases over last year was due to their prevalence on the 
Egyptian part of the station, where ulcers resulting from mosquito 
bites, and boils and phlegmons from climatic causes, prevailed 
extensively* 

Debility, Observation, &c. 

One hundred and fifty-three cases have been tabulated, with 
forty-four invalidings, but no death. Debility was the sole 
cause of invaliding, having been in almost all cases the sequence 
of fever. 
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Stotion. Poisons. 



Ten cases of poisoninff are recorded, viz., six by lead, three 
by sflcohol, and one by milk. This latter case was in the Superb, 
at Corfu, where twenty men were suddenly seized with 
symptoms of gastric intestinal irritation, after drinking some 
fresh milk that appears to have been brought on board the ship ; 
in all but one of these cases the symptoms passed away in about 
twelve hours ; in the solitary case that was placed on the sick- 
list the attack was more severe, but the man recovered in a day 
or two. Though nothing certain was ascertained as to the cause 
of the milk's being unwholesome, it was supposed the cattle had 
fed on some herb which imparted to it its poisonous quality. 

The case invalided was one of lead poisoning. 



Injuries, &c. 

Exclusive of wounds in action, 2,337 injuries of various kinds 
are recorded, being 2,155 wounds, fractures, &c., 174 bums, and 
eight cases of submersion and drowning. Eighteen persons were 
invalided for wounds, &c., and one for burns ; while ten of the 
injuries proved fatal, with seven of the cases of submersion. 

Of the fatal injuries, four were fractures by falls from aloft, 
&c., one was a gunshot wound by the accidental discharge of 
a revolver; an officer had his skull fractured by Albanian 
shepherds, when on a shooting excursion ; three deaths occurred 
in the massacre at Alexandria on 11th June, two by concussion 
of the brain, and one by wound of the abdomen ; and one man 
received a fatal shock from an electric lamp. This man, a stoker 
of the Inflexible, was cleaning paintwork in the fore stokehold, 
and standing on an iron bucket ; the ship was rolling at the time, 
and to steady himself he appears to have caught at the lamp, as 
a man working close to him heard a cry, and looking up saw the 
unfortunate man holding firmly to a part of the lamp ; he ran and 
caught him, but was unable to release him till the electric engine 
was stopped, when he dropped on jthe stokehold plates quite dead. 
The man who seized the body received a shock himself. The 
post-mortem appearances, fourteen hours after death, were as 
follows : body well nourished ; rigor mortis well marked ; expres- 
sion tranquil ; skin ecchymosed in patches about neck and chest ; 
pupils slightly dilated. On opening the chest the organs appeared 
normal ; the heart on examination was found empty and flaccid, 
but otherwise normal; the lungs were congested posteriorly; 
the blood was fluid; no coagula were found. 

Of the seven men drowned, five fell overboard at sea, one was 
drowned while bathing, and one jumped overboard during the 
delirium of enteric fever. 
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Wounds in Action. — Forty-seven cases of injury in action are Medi- 
returned, most of which occurred during the enffagement with temneaa 
the Forts at Alexandria on the 11th July; of these ten were S tation ^ 
either killed or died of their wounds soon after, and twelve were 
subsequently invalided. 

The Alexandra returns one man killed and three wounded, all 
by fragments of shell and on the upper deck. The fatal injury 
was compound fracture of the skull. 

The Inflexible had four casualties at the bombardment, two of 
which were fatal, all caused by the same Palliser projectile, which 
first passed through the half deck, so severely wounding an 
oflScer by compound fracture of both thighs that he died almost 
immediately, and, inflicting contused and lacerated wounds on 
the lower extremities of another officer and a marine, passed 
through the deck overhead, and either the shot itself, or a Hplinter, 
struck an officer who was standing on it between the thighs, 
fracturing his pelvis, and causing concussion of the spinal cord, 
of which he died five days afterwards. A marine artilleryman 
sustained a gunshot wound of the wrist on shore at Alexandria 
on 14th July. 

The Invincible had six men wounded during the bombardment, 
two severely ; one of these had the right foot and lower third of 
the leg carried away l^y a round shot, and the other had the right 
forearm lacerated by splinters; the other injuries were contusions 
by spent shot. On the 5th August this ship had one man killed 
and four wounded at a reconnaissance near Ramleh; these 
casualties were by Remington rifle bullets, and a fragment of 
shell. The fatal injury was a bullet wound of chest ; three of 
these men were afterwards invalided. 

The Minotaur had three casualties ; two seamen were killed on 
the 1 6th July, when on picquet duty in the streets of Alexandria^ 
both from gunshot wounds of the brain. An ordinary seamen 
sustained compound fracture of the left humerus, from a splinter, 
in blowing up the Ramleh Bridge on 14th J uly ; he was invalided. 

The Monarch had two men wounded on shore at Alexandria ; 
one eustained severe burns of the face and neck by an explosion in 
blowing up forts, and the other was wounded in the right fore- 
arm by a Remington bullet, and was invalided afterwards. 

An officer of the Northumberland sustained a gunshot wound 
of the face on 20th August, at Ismailia, during the seizing of the 
Suez Canal. 

The Penelope had nine casualties at the bombardment of the. 
forts, none of which were fatal, but in four of them invaliding 
was necessary. A shot struck the muzzle of a gun in the battery, 
and breaking up into fragments inflicted the following injuries : 
four compound comminuted fractures, as follows : one of the 
jaw, clavicle, and rib, one of the right tibia, and two of meta- 
tarsal bones of the left foot, four flesh-wounds of extremities and 
abdomen, and one contusion. An officer of this ship had his foot 
shattered by a shell at Kassassin on 9th September, necessitating 
amputation in the lower third of the leg. 

The Sultan had two men killed and seven wounded during the 
bombardment, and two of the latter were subsequently invalided* 
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Medi- A ten-inch shell from an Armstrong gun burst on the forecastle, 
terrwiean killing two men by multiple injuries of head, abdomen, &c., and 
^J^' causing flesh wounds in two others ; four other men sustained 
flesh wounds by fragments of shell, and there was one case of 
temporarjr loss of vision by the effects of the flash of a gun close 
to, in which concussion of the retina appeared to be the injury ; 
the man gradually regained his sight. 

The Superb lost one man in thie bombardment ; both his legs 
were shattered by a shell and amputated, but he died in an hour 
after the operation. A seaman of a landing party from this ship 
in Alexanaria was shot in the right elbow by a sentry, who mis- 
took him for one of the enemy ; he was invalided. 



Invaliding. 

The number of persons invalided on the Mediterranean Station 
in 1882 was 622, which is in the ratio of 82*93 per 1,000, and is 
an increase of 51*83 per 1,000, when compared with the preceding 
year, and of 43*40 per 1,000 over the average ratios of the last 
ten years. This large increase is, of course, due to the ex- 
ceptional circumstances already mentioned. 

under General Diseases, Febrile Group, 298 persons were 
invalided, and under the Constitutional Group, seventy-three ; 
forty-seven of these were for rheumatism, nine for syphilid, and 
seventeen for tubercular diseases. Seventy-nine persons were 
invalided for diseases of the nervous system; five for diseases of 
the eye ; four for diseases of the ear ; twenty-eight for diseases 
of the circulatoiy system; two for diseases of the absorbent 
system ; twenty for diseases of the respiratory system ; fifty-five 
for diseases of the digestive system ; fourteen for diseases of the 
urinary and generative systems ; one for diseases of the organs of 
locomotion; seventeen lor diseases of the cellular tissue and 
cutaneous system; forty-four for debility, &c.; one for the 
effects of poison ; nineteen for various forms of injury ; and 
twelve for wounds in action. 



Mortality. 

The total number of deaths was ninety-eight, which is in the 
ratio of 13*06 per 1,000, and exhibits an increase of 5*98 per 
1,000, when compared with last year's ratio, and of 5*51 per 
1,000 over the ratio of the last ten years. 
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NORTH AMERICAN AND WEST INDIAN 
STATION. 



The squadron employed on the North American and "West North 
Indian Station in 1882 was composed of thirteen vessels, viz., one American 
ironclad, three corvettes, two sloops, two gun-vessels, three gun- aJid 
boats, and two receiving ships. The returns from nine ships were, ^^^ Indian 
for the whole year, from two, for nine months, and from the remain- tajion. 
ing two for six months. The mean force corrected for time was 
2,170, and the total number of cases entered on the sick-list 
during the year was 2,787 ; this is in the ratio of 1,284-33 per 
1,000, and shows a decrease of 239'14 per 1,000 when compared 
with the ratio of 1881. The number invalided was 102, and the 
number of deaths nineteen ; the ratio in the former case being 
47' per 1,000, a decrease of 16*47 per 1,000 on that of last year, 
.and the death ratio 8*75 per 1,000, an increase of 5*28 per 1,000 
over 1881. 

The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, Febrile 
Group, was in the ratio of 3*21 per 1,000; from General Diseases, 
Constitutional Group, 8*88; from diseases of the nervous system, 
•35 ; from diseases of the eye, 23 ; of the ear, '06 ; of the circula- 
tory system, '47 ; oT the absorbent system, 2*27 ; of the respira- 
tory system, 1*53 ; of the digestive system, 2*64 ; of the urinary 
and generative systems, 6*18 ; of the organs of locomotiou, '13 ; 
of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system, 7*74 ; from debility, 
observation, &c., 1*83; from poisons, 1*95; and from injuries, 
9-37. 

The average number of men sick daily was 101*91, which is 
in the ratio of 46*96 per 1,000, and is a reduction of 6*86 per 
1,000, when compared with the preceding year. 

General Diseases— Febrile Ghroup. 

In this group are returned 289 cases of various forms of 
febrile disease, viz., 134 of dengue, three of enteric fever, 
seventy-four of simple continued fever, thirty-six of yellow 
fever, nine of ague, thirty-one of remittent fever, and two of 
erysipelas. Of these, five of yellow fever, and three of 
remittent fever, were invalided ; and seven of yellow, and one 
of remittent fever, died. 

Dengue. — There was an outbreak of this disease at Bermuda 
during the months of August, September, and October, when 
the crews of the Terror and Urgent suffered, the former vessel 
having returned 101 cases out of a complement of 365 ; and 
the Urgent thirty-three cases out of a complement of 105.

Bermuda is reported to have been fairly healthy during the 
early part of the year ; whooping cough had been prevalent in 
the islands in the spring, but during the summer, up to the 
appearance of die epidemic, Ireland Island had been free from 
febrile attacks. The weather had been very sultry ; the thermo- 
meter on Ireland Island during the summer is said not to have 
fallen below 80% and generally reached 86** daily at the Naval 
Hospital, the situation of which is in the coolest part of the 
island. Ihe rainfall in July and August had considerably 
exceeded the average of former years. Sucli was the condition 
of the island when the Sparrowhawk, surveying schooner, 
arrived, on July 31st. She had left Nassau, in the Bahama 
Islands, on the 22nd July, where dengue had been prevalent at 
the time of her departure. Her commander had had the fever 
at Nassau, and one seaman was ill of it during the passage to 
Bermuda, but from some fault in the quarantine arrangements no 
inquiries appear to have been instituted, and the ship did not 
carry a medical officer. No report of the sickness having been 
made, the Sparrowhawk was taken into the dockyard camber, 
and her crew were turned over to the hulk Irresistible, where 
were already domiciled 350 other men. The Sparrowhawk was 
berthed in the camber, close under the bows of the tug Spitfire, 
and on the 11th August one of the crew of the Spitfire who had 
been sworking in the hold of the Sparrowhawk was attacked 
with dengue ; on August i4th three more cases, and on the 
1 5th two cases, occurred amongst the Spitfire's crew. From 
this time the disease rapidly spread, at first amongst men em- 
ployed in the dockyard, and the crews of vessels present, subse- 
quently amongst the families of those men in Ireland Island and 
Somerset, and so on through the chain of islands to the eastward. 
The first ten attacked were coloured men, but afterwards white 
and coloured men, women and children, suffered indiscriminately, 
and it is stated the spread of the disease was so rapid that no 
effectual means could be attempted to arrest its progress, and it 
only ceased when few susceptible persons remained unattacked. 
The first case in the naval establishment was on August 11th, 
the last on October 12th, but the disease appears to have 
lingered on till December in parts of the island. 

The epidemic presented the usual features of dengue, having 
its highly infectious character, and conferring exemption from a 
second attack ; there was in nearly all the cases a sudden invasion 
of febrile symptoms, the temperature rising at once from 102** to 
104*5° ; headache was much complained o^ with pain in the eye- 
balls, and muscular pain in the back and limbs, especially severe. 
A mottled roseolar eruption appeared over the trunk and 
extremities in from twenty-four to forty-eight hours, and the 
pyrexia subsided about the same time ; desquamation followed, 
and there was usually rather a slow convalescence, stiffness and 
pain of the lower extremities lasting for some days. Little 
treatment was needed, a saline aperient and small doses of 

auinine being all that was required. There was no death from 
le disease.

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This outbreak appears to have been clearly a case in which an North 
efficient quarantine would have prevented the importation of the "J^^^*" 
disease.

Continued Fevers; Enteric Fever. — Three cases were returned ^ 

fr(Mn different 8hips> not possessing any feature of interest. 

Simple Continued Fever. — There were seventy-four cases 
recorded under this head^ of which the Tenedos, Urgent, and 
Flamingo contribute the larger proportion. The cases were 
chiefly of febricula due to the sun, on the tropical parts of the 
station. 

Yellow Fever. — An epidemic of yellow fever was encountered 

at Port Royal during the summer, and was entirely confined to 

that locality. The spring and summer at Jamaica were unusually 

sultry, with almost complete absence of rain, and the ordinary 

daily and nightly succession of sea and land breezes at Port 

Royal, on which its salubrity so much depends, had been irregular. 

Fever appears to have been unusually prevalent at Kingston 

during the summer, but it is stated that yellow fever did not 

exist there; it must, however, be borne m mind that there is 

always a difficulty at getting at the truth in this respect in the 

West Indies, owing to the interests involved in trying to keep 

free from the commercial restrictions which quarantine imposes. 

From the middle of June fever of a severe type was experienced 

in Port Royal Hospital, the first two cases having been admitted 

from H.M.S. Druid on 15th and 16th June. The Druid had 

been in Fort Royal from the 9th June, her last port of call 

having been Grand Cayman Island. Cases from other ships, the 

Phoenix, Fant6me, Tyrian gunboat representing the Urgent 

stationary ship at Port Royal, and Contest, were admitted during 

the end of June and July, and though there were many symptoms 

present amongst many of these cases which in the lignt of 

subsequent events pointed to yellow fever, the type of the disease 

was considered to be remittent, till on the 21st of August the 

death of a man belonging to the Tyrian, with unmistakeable 

symptoms of yellow fever, stamped the disease as such. Owing to 

these circumstances, a correct analysis of the epidemic in its full 

extent is impossible, but after careful consideration the Deputy 

Inspector General of Port Royal Hospital returns forty-three 

cases from Ihe service afioat as having been treated for this 

disease in the hospital ; and one case of obscure febrile attack in 

an officer who occupied a house on shore, which proved fatal 

early in August, was, there is little doubt, of the same character; 

besides these, the Deputy Inspector General, and three oul of four 

surgeons attached to the hospital, and the dispenser, suffered from 

the disease. Of the forty-four from the service afloat, four appear 

on the returns of the Irregular Force, and four were admitted 

into the hospital for other diseases, and contracted yellow fever 

"while there. Out of these there were seven deaths, and five 

invalidings. As soon as the nature of the disease was recognised 

every possible precaution was taken to limit its spread; the 
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sick were isolated to tlie fiiUest extent possible, affected 
were ordered to be sent to the northern part of the station, and 
all communication with Port Royal interdicted. The epidemic 
gradually subsided, but suspicious cases occurred up to the middle 
of November. With regard to the origin of the disease, after an 
exhaustive investigation, the Deputy Inspector General of the 
Hospital is of opinion that the outbreak was due to the inherent 
insanitary defects of Port Royal, combined with the abnormal 
atmospheric and other conditions of the season, and independent 
of any importation from outside sources. Of late years this has 
rarely been the case with such outbreaks at Port Royal, where 
almost always some infection from outside has been distinctly 
traceable as the immediate origin, though no doubt on these 
occasions the epidemic conditions of atmosphere and soil have been 
ripe for the seed ; and considering the frequent sporadic cases of this 
disease, by whatever name they are called, occurring at Kingston 
during the summer amongst the merchant shipping and in other 
quarters, and the constant intercommunication between the towns, 
this possibility cannot in the present case be altogether excluded. 

Contest. — Five cases are returned as having suffered from the 
disease in Port Royal Hosf)ital, though all were not admitted there 
for it. She had been in Port Royal from the 30th July, and on 
the 16th and 17th of August two men were attacked with febrile 
symptoms, and sent into hospital. On the 20th of August these 
cases presented evident symptoms of yellow fever, and the ship 
was at once ordered to the northern part of the station ; though 
some suspicious cases occurred afterwards, the colder climate 
appears to have checked the full development of the disease. 
Tne two cases mentioned above proved fatal. 

Dido. — In this ship, out of the three cases returned, two were 
in the persons of officers, and both these proved fatal. She 
arrived at Port Royal on the 12th August, from the windward 
division of the station, and remained there twelve days. On the 
14th one of the oflScers attacked was employed in taking an 
inventory of the property left in the house of an officer who had 
died, there is little doubt of yellow fever, on the 4th of August ; 
part of this duty being carried out in the deceased officer's bed- 
room, and as yellow feve^ was not suspected at the time, it may 
be inferred no precautions as to disinfection had been taken* 
On the 23rd this officer who had been so employed was put on 
the sick-list with febrile symptoms ; next day, the 24th, tne ship 
went out to cruise amongst the Cays off Port Royal. On the 
26th the patient's urgent symptoms induced the commander to 
return to Port Royal, and the officer wa& sent to the hospital on 
the 26th, where he died the same evening, his symptoms being 
plainly those of yellow fever. The other case was that of a 
young officer, who had got a wetting in a boat at Kingston on 
15th August, and appears to have had a slight attack of remittent 
fever in consequence. On the 19th he went to stay with some 
friends near Kingston, and returned on board on the 22nd, con- 
valescent, but weak. He was kept in his hammock, having a 
normal temperature, and improved daily; but on the 27th of 
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August his temperature at noon ran up to 103'8, and as suspicious 
cases of fever were occurring in the harbour, he was sent at once 
to hospital ; there he died on the 31st, with all the gravest symp- 
toms of the disease. 

The Druid sent two cases, as simple continued fever, to hos- 
pital, which proved to be yellow fever, and the Phoenix two ; 
three men from the Fantome, who were in the hospital with 
other diseases, suffered attacks of yellow fever ; none of these 
died, but two of the Fantome's cases and the two from the* 
Phoenix were invalided. 

Urgent. — This ship, usually stationary at Port Royal, was 
absent at Bermuda, being docked at the time of the outbreak, 
and was kept away in consequence of it. Those of her comple- 
ment who remained at Port Royal were in the Tyrian gunboat, 
a tender that had been a long lime in the harbour, and whose sani- 
tary condition, it is said, had deteriorated in consequence. From 
her no less than twenty-one cases are recorded, with three 
deaths, two being in the persons of officers. 

Paroxysmal Fevers. — Nine cases of ague, and thirty-one of 
remittent fever, are returned, with three invalidings and one 
death. 

The Dido suffered most in this respect, twenty cases, with one 
death from remittent fever, appearing in the corrected returns. 
The fatal case was in the person of a seaman, who died in the 
Colonial hospital at Antigua. 
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General Diseases— Constitutional Group. 

In this group are returned Slfi-cases, comprising 128 of rheu- 
matism ; 133 of primary syphilis ; forty-three of secondary 
syphilis ; four of phthisis ; six of gout ; and two of tumour; of 
these eight of rheumatism, four of primary, and four of secondary 
syphilis, eight of phthisis, and two of gout were invalided ; and 
three of phthisis died. 

Rheumatism. — There was a decrease in the ratio of cases of 
rheumatism when compared with the preceding twelve months, 
equal to 13'62 per 1,000; of the 128 cases, eight were invalided^ 
which is in the ratio of 3*68 per 1,000, and exhibits an increase 
over last year's rate of 1'.95 per 1,000. The Terror, Northampton, 
and Urgeiit furnish the largest number of cases ; Bermuda, as 
usual, being the place where most occurred, 

Syphilisy Primary. — The 133 cases tabulated give a ratio of 
61*29 per 1,000, an inorease equal to 16*08 per 1,000 on that of 
the preceding year. The average time during which each patient 
was ineffective was 26*67 days. The Northampton returns the 
largest number of cases, viz., twenty-eight, of which nineteen 
were due to Halifax. The Fantome had twenty-one cases con- 
tracted at different ports, and the Terror and Urgent return 
respectively thirteen and twelve cases, all of the former and most

of the latter having been contracted at Bermuda. It is stated 
that venereal diseases are increasing in these islands, where a 
very low class of prostitutes exist, especiallj in Somerset 
Island near to the naval establishments. An attempt was about 
to have been made lately to mitigate this evil by le^slative 
enactment, but after the recent fate of the Contagious Diseases 
Acts in England, the matter has, it is stated, been allowed to 
drop. 

Syphilisy Secondary, — The ratio per 1,000 of cases was 19*81, 
and was an increase of V55 on that of last year. The invaliding 
ratio was 1*84 per 1,000, showing a decrease on last year's rate 
of 1*2 per 1,000; each case averaged 30*53 days under treat- 
ment. 

Phthisis. — Though only four cases appear under this head in 
ship's returns, eight persons were invalided for the disease, and 
three died of it. the malady having become developed in the 
course of some other illness. The invaliding ratio was 3*68 per 
1,000, and the death ratio 1*38 per 1,000. 



Diseases of the Nervous System and Organs of the 
Special Senses. 



Sixty-six cases are returned under this head ; eight were in- 
valided, and two died. The ratio of cases was 30*41 per 1,000, 
of invaliding 3*68 per 1,000, and of deaths '92 per 1,000, the two 
former showing considerable decreases on last year's ratios. 
Diseases of the eye caused half the invaliding. One death was 
due to apoplexy, and the other *to disease of the brain. 



Diseases of the Circulatory System. 

There were fifteen cases returned under this head, being in the 
ratio of 6*91 per 1,000, a decrease of 9'17 per 1,000 when com- 
pared with the last year. Eleven persons were invalided, which 
IS in the ratio of 5*06 per 1,000, and is a decrease of 3*2 per 1,000 
on the rate of 1881. There were no deaths. Six persons were 
invalided for functional, and four for organic disease of the heart, 
and one for aneurism. 



Diseases of the Absorbent System. 

Forty-seven cases are returned, all but one being of bubo, for 
which three men were invalided. The ratio of cases is 21*65 
per 1,000, and of invalidings, 1*38 per 1,000. 
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Diseases of the Bespiratory System. 

Under this head appear 177 cases, being eqaal to a ratio of 
Sl'66 per 1,000, a decrease of 14*52 per 1,000 when compared 
with last year. There were three invalidings, being in the ratio 
of 1*38 per 1,000, and also a decrease on last year's rate equal to 
1*66 per 1,000. There was no death. Catarrh accounts for 161 
cases ; the invalidings were for pneumonia and asthma. 
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Diseases of the Digestive System. 

Under this large class 322 cases are returned, which is in the 
ratio of 148*38 per 1,000, exhibiting a decrease of 45*09 per 
1,000 when compared with 1881. There were eight invalidings, 
a ratio of 3*68 per 1,000, and a decrease of '66 per 1,000 on that 
of last year, and one death, equalling '46 per 1,000. Of cynanche 
there were seventy-five cases, dyspepsia fifty-six, dJarrhoea 126, 
and colic, &c., forty -two. Four persons were invalided for hernia^ 
two for diseases of the liver, and one each for cynanche and 
dysentery. The death was from dysentery. 



Diseases of the Urinary and Generative Systems. 

There were 200 cases of these diseases under treatment, giving 
a ratio of 92-16 per 1,000, a decrease of 24*36 per 1,000 on that 
of the previous year. Eight persons were invalided, giving a 
ratio of 3*68 per 1,000, also a decrease equal to 2*4 per 1,(X)0. 
There was no death. 

The cases of gonorrhoea numbered 150, showing a ratio of 
69-12 per 1,000, a decrease of 18*7 per 1,000 in the rate of 1881. 

Halifax and Bermuda account for the greater number of cases. 
All the invaliding was due to gonorrhoea and its sequelae. 



Diseases of the Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous System. 

In this group are returned 531 cases, which is in the ratio of 
244-7 per 1,000, a decrease of 145*3 per 1,000 on the ratio of 
the preceding year. Five cases of ulcer and skin disease were 
invalided, being at the rate of 2*3 per 1,000. 



Debility, Observation, &c. 

Sixty-three cases of debility, and twenty of observation, &c., 
are here included, seventeen persons having been invalided for 
debility. 
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Poisons. 

Ninety-three cases are returned, viz., one of delirium tremens, 
two by alcohol, and ninety cases of lead poisoning. These latter 
cases were all due to the chipping the red lead paint in the compart- 
ments of the floating dock at Bermuda. Every precaution in the 
way of cleanliness, &c., has been enforced, and the issue of acidu- 
lated didnk continued ; but it is said that during the very hot 
weather, when the skin was perspiring freely, the men appeared 
very susceptible to the effects of the lead. The repainting of 
the dock is now nearing completion, when it is to be hoped this 
affection will disappear from the records of the station. 



InjurieSy &a 

Six hundred and forty-one injuries are recorded, 606 of 
wounds, fractures, &c., thirty-two of burns and scalds, two of 
accidental drowning, and one of drowning by suicide. Four per- 
sons were invalided for the effects of injuries ; and there were 
four deaths, one from fractured skull, by a spar falling from aloft, 
and the other three from drowning, as above mentioned. 

Invaliding. 

There were 102 persons invalided from the North American 
and West Indian Station during the year, which gives a ratio 
of 47* per 1,000, and is a decrease when compared with last year's 
ratio of 16*47 per 1,000, but shows an increase over the average 
ratio for the last ten years of 10* 13 per 1,000. 

Under General Diseases, Febrile Group, eight persons were in- 
valided ; and under the Constitutional Group, twenty-six ; eight 
of these being for rheumatism, four for primary, and four for 
secondary syphilis, and ten for phthisis and other diseases ; four 
were invalided for diseases of the nervous system ; four for dis- 
eases, of the eye ; eleven for diseases of the circulatory system ; 
three for diseases of the absorbent system ; three for diseases of 
the respiratory system ; eight for diseases of the digestive system ; 
eight for diseases of the urinary and generative systems ; one for 
diseases of the organs of locomotion ; five for diseases of the 
cellular tissue and cutaneous systems ; seventeen for debility, &c ; 
and four for injuries. 

Mortality. 

The total number of deaths was nineteen, which is in the ratio 
of 8*75 per 1,000, and is an increase, when compared with the 
preceding year, of 5*28 per 1,000. The outbreak of yellow fever 
at Port Koyal was the cause of this increase. 
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The Squadron on the South East Coast of America in 1882 
consisted of six vessels, viz., two corvettes, three gun vessels, and 
one gun-boat. The returns from two of these were for the 
whole year, and from the remainder for periods varying from 
three to nine months. The mean force, corrected for time, was 
455, and the total number of cases of disease and injury entered 
on the sick-list was 527 ; this is in the ratio of 1158*24 per 1,000, 
and is a decrease, when compared with the last year's ratio, of 
206*34 per 1,000. Nine persons were invalided, being in the 
ratio of 19*78 per 1,000, and showing a decrease of 5*22 per 1,000, 
when compared with 1881 ; and there were two deaths, giving a 
ratio of 4*39 per 1,000, and also being a decrease equal to 1*86 
per 1,000 on that of the previous year. 

The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, was in the ratio of 1*4 per 1,000, and from the 
Constitutional Group, 3*64 per 1,000 ; from diseases of the 
nervous system, '26 ; of the eye, -46 ; of the ear, '08 ; of the 
circulatory system, '54 ; of the absorbent system, 2*1 ; of the 
respiratory system, 1*73; of the digestive system, 2*83; from 
gonorrhoea, 2'79; from the sequelae of gonorrhoea, '26 ; from other 
diseases of the urinary and generative systems, 1*05 ; of the 
organs of locomotion, *17; of the cellular tissue and cutaneous 
system, 5*93 ; from debility, &c., '26 ; and from injuries, &c., 
10-54. 

The average number of men daily ineffective from disease and 
injury was 15*59, which is in the ratio of 34*26 per 1,000, and 
is a decrease when compared with the preceding year of 12*42 
per 1,000. 

General Diseases— Febrile Group. 

In this group are returned fifteen cases, viz., one of small-pox, 
eleven of simple continued fever, two of ague, and one of remittent 
fever ; there were no invalidings or deaths. 

The solitary case returned as small-pox was exceedingly mild, 
the patient having been successfully vaccinated four years before ; 
the disease was contracted at Monte Video. 
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General Diseases— Constitutional Group. 

Under this head appear thirty-three cases, viz., sixteen^ of 
rheumatism, twelve of primary, and two of secondary syphilis, 
and thr^e of phthisis ; two cases of phthisis were invalided, and 
one died. 
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South East Rheumatism, — ^The sixteen cases of this disease show a ratio of 
Coast of 35.16 per 1,000, and a decrease of 2-34 per 1,000, when compared 
sStion* ^^^^ * preceding year. The average duration of each case was 
* 14*43 days. 

Sypldlisy Primary and Secondary. — In the primary disease the 
twelve cases returned give an average of 26*37 per 1,000, showing 
a decrease of 17*38 per 1,000 on the previous year's ratio, and 
the two cases of secondary syphilis equal a ratio of 4*39 per 
1,000, a decrease of 16-44 per 1,000. The average duration 
of each case showed a reduction in the former disease of 12*51 
days, and in the latter of 15*2 days. 



diseases of the Nervous System and Oi^ans of the 
Special Senses. 

Twenty-one cases are returned under this head, which is in 
the ratio of 46*15 per 1,000, and shows a decrease of 16*35 per 
1,000 when compared with the last year. There was no in- 
validing or mortality. 

Diseases of the Circnlatory System. 

Only one case of organic disease of heart appeared under this 
head. The man was invalided. 



Diseases of the Respiratory System. 

Thirty-seven cases of diseases of the respiratory organs are 
returned, which is in the ratio of 81*31 per 1,000, and shows a 
decrease of 12*44 per 1,000, when compared with the last year. 
Two men were invalided for catarrh and bronchitis. This gives 
a ratio of 4-39 per 1,000. 



Diseases of the Digestive System. 

Sixty-five cases appear under this head, the ratio per 1,000 
being 142*85, and an increase of 15*77 over that of 1881. No 
invalidings or deaths are recorded. 



Diseases of the Urinary and Generative Systems. 

Thirty-two cases of these diseases were entered on the sick- 
list, giving a ratio of 7032 per 1,000, and showing a decrease of 
4-68 per 1,000, when compared with the preceding year. 
Gonorrhoea and its sequelae contribute twenty-five cas^ to the 
total. One man was invalided for stricture. 
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Seven cases are returned, but no invalidings or deaths. The ■ ■ 

ratio per 1,000 was 15-38. 



Diseases of the Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous System. 

In this class 105 cases appear, thus givingj a ratio of 230*76 
•er 1,000, which is a decrease of 44*24 per 1,000 on that of the 
t year. Two men were invalided lor abscess and ulcer, the 
ratio per 1,000 being 4-39. 



Injuries, &c. 

There were 186 cases of various forms of injury, showing a ratio 
of 408-79 per 1,000, being 120-37 per 1,000 less than the last year's 
ratio. One man was invalided for wound, and a carpenter of the 
Garnet was drowned by the giving way of a stage while caulking 
the side of the Firefly at Colonia in a strong tideway. The in- 
validing and death ratios, respectively, are 2*19 per 1,000. 



Invaliding. 

The number invalided was nine, which is equal to a ratio of 
19-78 per 1,000, and exhibits a decrease, when compared with 
1881, of 5-22 per 1 ,000. Under General Diseases, Constitutional 
Group, two persons were invalided for phthisis ; one person was 
invalided for diseases of the circulatory system ; two for diseases 
of the respiratory system ; one for diseases of the urinary and 
generative systems ; two for diseases of the cellular tissue and 
cutaneous system ; and one for the effects of injury. 



Mortality. 

Two deaths were recorded, which is in the ratio of 4*39 per 
1,000, and is a reduction of 1*86 per 1,000 when compared with 
1881. 
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Pacific The Squadron employed on the Pacific Station, In the year 

Station. 1882, consisted of eleven vessels, viz., two iron-clads, three 
corvettes, four sloops, one gun-vessel, and one store ship per- 
manently stationed at Coquimbo. The returns from seven of 
these were for the whole year, and from the remaining four for 
six months. The mean force, corrected for time, was 1,530, and 
the total number of cases of disease and injury entered on the 
sick list during the year was 1,825 ; this is in the ratio of 1192*81 
per 1,000, and shows a decrease of 15*31 per 1,000 when com- 
pared with the preceding year. The number of persons in- 
valided was seventy-two, being in the ratio of 47*05 per 1,000, 
which is an increase of 18*3 per 1,000 over the last year's ratio. 
There were nine deaths, which gives a ratio of 5*88 per 1,000, 
and is a decrease of *37 per 1,000 when compared with 1881. 

The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, was in the ratio of 2"42 per 1,000 ; from General 
Diseases, Constitutional Group, 18*2; from diseases of the 
nervous system, 1*38 ; of the eye, '26 ; of the ear '56 ; of the 
nose, '16; of the circulatory system, *13 ; of the absorbent 
system, 2*41; of the respiratory system, 1*9; of the digestive 
system, 2*83 ; from gonorrhoea, 3*8 ; from the sequelae of 
gonorrhoea, '77 ; from other diseases of the urinary and genera- 
tive systems, '57 ; of the organs of locomotion, '21 ; of the cellular 
tissue and cutaneous system, 7*22; from debility, &c., *43; 
from poisons, '03 ; and from injuries, &c., 7*8. 

The average number of men sick daily was 78*37; this is in 
the ratio of 51*22 per 1.000, and is a decrease equal to '97 
per 1,000 when compared with the last year's ratio. 



General Diseases— Febrile Group. 

The total number of cases of disease returned in this group 
was ninety, viz., five of vaccinia, two of measles, ten of enteric 
fever, twenty-eight of simple continued fever, thirty-seven of 
ague, seven of remittent fever, and one oi diphtheria ; two cases of 
ague, and one of continued fever were invalided, and there were 
five deaths, three from enteric fever, one from diphtheria, and one 
from pyaemia, the latter being without a corresponding case. 

Measles. — The two cases recorded were in the persons of two 
midshipmen of the Comus, who contracted the disease at Victoria, 
B. C, where it was epidemic. They were sent to hospital, and, 
though they did well there, had to be left behind to avoid the 
risk to others of infection, when the ship proceeded south. 

JEnteric 
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Enteric Fever. — The Champion returns two cases, one of which Pacific 
was contracted at Callao, a place where insanitary conditions S tation , 
abound ; it ended fatally in the sick quarters at Valparaiso. The 
second case was milder, and occurred later, in the person of a 
man who slept close to the place where the first case had been 
treated when on board ; the patient recovered. 

The Swiftsure had eight cases, two of which ended fatally. 
This ship arrived on the Pacific Station from England in the 
autumn, and reached Callao on 5th October ; except for a few 
short cruises for steam tactics and torpedo practice, &c., she was 
stationed there till the end of the year, and leave on shore was 
freely given. With the exception of venereal disease the health 
of the crew was satisfactory till the 12th December, when two 
cases of fever, which proved to be enteric, presented themselves, 
and between this and 25th December, on which date the last of 
these cases occurred, six more men were attacked with similar 
symptoms. 

As soon as the nature of the disease was recognised, as there 
was no proper hospital at Callao for the reception of the patients, 
a temporary one was improvised on the Island of San Lorenzo, 
close by ; a wooden shed, in a good isolated situation, being obtained 
for the purpose, was, after a few necessary preparations, found 
well adapted for its purpose, and here the cases were removed 
and treated, the usual sanitary precautions as to disinfection, &c., 
being well carried out, both in the short interval while they 
remained on board the ship, and after their removal to the island. 
The cases ran the usual course of the disease, generally com- 
mencing insidiously ; abdominal tenderness, and iliac gurgling, 
with the characteristic diarrha^a, set in about the seventh day, 
and in four out of the eight cases a distinct eruption appeared. 
In one of the fatal cases death took place in the first week of the 
disease, all the febrile symptoms being intense from the first, with 
an unusually persistent high temperature ; the other man died 
in the second week, the typhoid state being strongly marked, and 
coma having supervened. The remaining cases continued to 

t)rogress fairly up to the end of the year, and when the Swiftsure 
eft for the Nortn early in January, the temporary hospital was 
left in charge of the Medical Officer of the Kingfisher. 

As to the origin of the disease the medical officer in charge 
reports that there was nothing, in the sanitary condition of the 
ship to account for the outbreak. Callao, where the ship was 
lying, is a place where the sanitary arrangements are utterly bad ; 
the drains are described as defective and out of repair, those in 
some of the lower parts of the town opening into the streets, 
through neglect, and the outskirts are abominably filthy, empty 
houses being often used for the deposit of excrement and other 
dirt, which decomposes in the heat of the sun in this rainless 
climate. The town, however, was said to be free from enteric fever. 
The water supply is derived from so-called springs in the 
marshy district between Lima and Callao, but, no doubt, is 
primarily derived from the River Rimac, which receives the 
sewage of Lima, where enteric fever was said to prevail, and from 
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^^^ the overflow of its irrigation streams ; had the water even escaped 
??* these sources of contamination^ it must still pass Callao, the con- 
dition of which has been described. Had the disease been due 
to the causes described exerting their influence on men whilst on 
leave on shore it would be diflScult to account for its sudden out- 
break, and the limited time during which cases occurred ; so some 
other cause must be sought. 

It appears from the report that immediately after arrival at 
Callao, on 1 1th October, tne water from the shore was tested by 
the medical officers, and pronounced unfit for drinking, owing to 
its excess of chlorides and of lime, and its large sediment, both 
as deposit and in suspension. On this representation the use of 
shore water was limited to washing purposes, and condensed 
water only was ordered to be used for drinking. For some reason, 
however, this arrangement was subsequently altered, and from 
1st November to 25th November the shore water was used for 
all purposes; but on the latter date, the medical officer having 
represented that several cases of diarrhoea 'had occurred, as he 
had anticipated, the use of condensed water for drinking was 
resumed. On 12th December the two first cases of enteric fever 
appeared, and on the 19th the taking of shore water on board for 
any purpose was prohibited. There is little doubt that this 
outbreak was due to the use of impure water, and it would be 
well, in cases where such evidence exists as was to be had here, 
that doubtful shore water should not be allowed on board for any 
purpose, as it is most difficult to avoid mistakes being made, be- 
tween washing and drinking water, when once it is allowed into 
the tanks. 

Simple Continued Fever. — Twenty-eight cases are returned; 
they were chiefly due to exposure to the sun ; the Sappho with 
fourteen cases, and the Champion with seven, were the ships that 
suffered most. 

Paroxysmal Fevers. — Thirty-seven cases of ague and seven of 
remittent fever appear in the returns ; of these, thirty-three of 
ague and two of remittent fever were from the Kingfisher, two 
of the cases of ague having been invalided. This sliip during 
her commission has been a good deal employed on the tropical 
coasts of the Pacific Station, and as the nature of the service there 
entails monotony and discomfort, and a want of variety of food, 
with scarcity of vegetables and fruit, the physique of the crew is 
stated to have become deteriorated, and easily acted on by the 
highly malarious influences encountered on these coasts. The 
amount of sickness recorded is said not at all to represent all that 
was met with, as only the serious cases were entered in the sick 
list. The ship was in the healthy northern part of the Station 
during the latter part of the summer and autumn. 

Diphtheria. — A fatal case of this disease occurred in the person 
of the captain of the Thetis, who contracted his iUne8«j» at Lima, 
where he had been on duty, and where deaths from diphtheria had 
been taking place. On his return to the ship at Callao the 
disease manifested itself and ran a malignant course, proving fatal 
on the fifth day. 

PytBmia. — 
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Pycpmia. — A death from pyasmia is recorded without a case , Pacific 
the patient died of the disease on Ist January, having been on Station^ 
the list with tonsillar abscess in the previous year. 



General Diseases— Constitational Group. 

In this group appear 312 cases of disease, viz., eighty-seven 
of rheumatism; 149 of primary syphilis; fifty of secondary 
syphilis ; nineteen of tubercular diseases ; two of scurvy ; and 
five of other diseases; of these, five of rheumatism, three of 
primary, and six of secondary syphilis, eleven of tubercular 
diseases, and two of scurvy were invalided; there were two 
deatlis from phthisis. Th6 cases are in the ratio of 203'92 per 
1,000, and show an increase of 29*55 per 1,000 on that of 1881 ; 
the invaliding ratio was 17*64 per 1,000, and is also an increase, 
equal to 7*02 per 1,000; while the death rate is 1*3 per 1,000, 
against no deaths in the preceding year. 

Rheumatism. — The ratio per 1,000 of cases was 56*86, and much 
the same as the last year's, showing an increase of only '06 per 
1,000; the invaliding ratio exhibits an increase of *14 per 
1,000. 

Syphilis J Primary and Secondary. — The 149 ca^es of the 
primary disease give a ratio of 97*38 per 1,000, and show an 
increase of 13-01 per 1,000 when compared with the preceding 
year ; the fifty cases of secondary syphilis are in the ratio of 
32*67 per 1,000, and here there is an increase also of 3*92 per 
1,000. Of the combined diseases the Kingfisher returns the 
largest number of cases, viz., thirty-six, out of a complement of 
125, and shows three persons invalided for the primary affection 
and two for the secondary. The Swiftsure and Triumph each 
return twenty-eight cases, the Mutine twenty-nine ; most of the 
disease, as usual on this station, seems to have been contracted at 
Callao and Coquimbo. 

Tubercular Diseases. — There is a considerable increase in this 
class of diseases, the case ratio being 12-41 per 1,000, against 3*86, 
the average for the last ten years, and the invaliding and death 
rates, and number of sick daily, respectively, being aLo excessive 
when compared with the ten years' average ; the increase is 
nearly altogether due to phthisis. On going over the cases, 
however, this excess appears accidental, an unusual number of 
men who had before suffered from phthisical symptoms having 
found their way to the station, and most of the cases were 
relapses depending on former attacks. 

Scurvy. — Two cases of scurvy are returned from the King- 
fisher ; these, which were both invalided, were the only ones 
tabulated, though other cases of sponginess of the gums, 
ecchymosis, Ac, are reported* to have occurred, but fOmost 
altogelher in men debilitated and broken down by constitutional 
syphilis or malarial fever. Cases of this nature made their 
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Pacific appearance on two occasions^ once in March, at the end of a long 

Station. cruise during wet and stormy weather, when fresh vegetables had 

""■^ . been scarce for some time, and ^ain in November, in similar 

damp weather, after leaving Vancouver's Island for the 

southward. 

Diseases of the Nervous System and Qi^^ans of the 
Special Senses. 

In this class fifty-four cases are returned, which is in the ratio 
of 35*29 per 1,000, and is an increase when compared with the 
preceding year of 4*67 per 1,000. Ten persons were invalided, 
being in the ratio of 6'53 per 1,000, an increase on that of the 
previous year of 278 per 1,000. There was no death. Four 
cases of insanity were invalided, one of neuralgia, two of 
disease of the eye, and three of the ear. 

Diseases of the Circulatory System. 

Six cases are returned, the ratio per 1,000 being 3*92, an 
increase of 1*42, compared with 1881. Three persons were 
invalided, which was in the ratio of 1*96 per 1,000, and shows 
a decrease of 1*16 per 1,000, when compared with the last year's 
ratio. There were no deaths. The invalidings were for varicose 
veins, two ; and for functional disease of heart, one, 

* Diseases of the Absorbent System. 

Thirty-four cases of bubo, and one of glandular inflammation, 
with a loss of service of 1,353 days, are recorded in this class. 
The ratio per 1,000, 22*87, is near the average, that for the last 
ten years being 22*44 per 1,000. 

Diseases of the Respiratory System. 

Under this head appear 133 cases, the bulk as usual being 
cases of catarrh. The ratio per 1,000 was 86*92, an increase of 
11*3 over last year's rate. Three persons were invalided, one 
for bronchitis, one for pneumonia, and one for pleurisy. There 
was no mortality. 

Diseases of the Digestive System. 

Two hundred and forty-five cases are returned, with five 
invalidings, but no mortality. The ratio per 1,000 was 106*13, 
rather below the average. Seventy-eight cases of cynanche, 
seventy-three of diarrhoea, thirty-five of colic and constipation, 
and twenty- nine of dyspepsia, go to make up the niunbers. One 
man was invalided for dyspepsia, three for colic and constipation, 
and one for hernia. 
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Pacific 
Station. 

Diseases of the Urinary and Generative Systems. 

In this class 143 cases of disease are returned, which is in the 
ratio of 93*46 per 1,000, and shows an increase of 2*84 per 1,000 
when compared with the preceding year. Four persons were 
invalided for stricture (gonorrhceal), one for orchitis, and one 
for ^ther diseases. There was no death. 

Gofiorrhoea.-- There were 103 cases returned, the same number 
as last year; this gives a ratio of 67*32, and is an increase on 
last year's ratio of 2*95 per 1,000. The average duration of each 
case was also increased by 3*35 days over that of last year. 



Diseases of the Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous System. 

Three hundred and fifty-six cases are returned, including 270 
of phlegmon and abscess, and fifty-six of ulcer, without any in- 
validing or mortality. The case ratio was 232*67 per 1,000, a 
decrease of 2 95 per 1,000 compared with 1881. 



Debility, Observationi &e. 

Twelve cases of debility, five of headache, and five for observa- 
tion, were placed on the sick-list, and of these eight cases of 
debUity and one of headache were invalided. 



Poisons. 

Four cases in all were under treatment, without any invaliding 
or death ; two were of delirium tremens, one of alcoholic poisoning, 
and one of sting by a medusa whilst bathiug. 



Injuries, &o. 

There were 417 cases of injuries, &c., recorded during the 
year, of which six were invalided and two proved fatal. Of the 
two fatal cases, one was in the person of the captain of the 
Champion, who was thrown from his horse in Honolulu, and sus- 
tained such injuries to his head that he died in seven hours ; the 
symptoms were those of compression of the brain, and there was 
probably fracture of the ba?e of the skull. The other death was 
that of a marine of the Swiftsure, who was found drowned in 
Coquimbo Harbour ; there was no evidence as to how he came by 
his death ; he was on leave when it happened. 
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Invaliding. 

The total number invalided was seventy-two, which is in the 
ratio of 47*05 per 1,000, and is an increase of 18'3 per 1,000 
when compared with the preceding year's ratio. Under General 
Diseases, Febrile Group, three persons were invalided; and 
under the Constitutional Group, twenty-seven; of these, five 
were for rheumatism, nine for syphilis, eleven for phthisis, and 
two for scurvy. Ten were invabded for diseases of the nervous 
system and organs of the special senses; three for diseases of the 
circulatory system; three lor diseases of the respiratory system: 
five for diseases of the digestive system; six for diseases of the 
urinary and generative systems ; nine for debility, &c., and six 
for injuries. 



Mortality. 

The total number of deaths was nine ; this is in the ratio of 
5'88 per 1,000, and is a decrease on the ratio of 1881 equal to 
•37 per 1,000. 
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WEST COAST OF AFRICA AND CAPE OF 
GOOD HOPE STATION. 



The squadron on the West Coast of Africa and Cape of Good West Coast 
Hope station comprised thirteen vessels, viz., two corvettes, andOEmeof 
three gun vessels, five gunboats, one steam vessel, one Good Hope 
surveying vessel, and one receiving ship. Besides these there StatioD. 

was a second crew of the receiving ship employed on shore. 

at Ascension. The returns from six of these vessels, and from 
the crew at Ascension, were for the whole year, and from 
the remainder for periods varying from three to nine months. 
The mean force, corrected for time, was 1,550, and the total 
number of cases of disease and injury added to the sick-list 1,721 ; 
this is in the ratio of 1110*32 per 1,000, and is a decrease of 
71*49 per 1,000 when compared with that of the preceding 
year; it also shows a reduction of 35605 per 1,000 when 
compared with the average ratio of the last ten years. Forty- 
six persons were invalided, being in the ratio of 29*67 per 1,000, 
a decrease of 16*99 per 1,000 on the rate of 1881 ; and there 
were eleven deaths, which gives a ratio per 1,000 of 7*09, and 
shows a reduction of 18*36 per 1,000 when compared with the 
preceding year. 

The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, was in the ratio of 3*57 per 1,000; from General 
Diseases, Constitutional Group, 6*54 per 1,000; from diseases 
of the nervous system, *54 ; of the eye, '34 ; of the ear, '03 ; 
of the circulatory system, '14; of the absorbent system, 1*75; 
of the respiratory system, 1*75 ; of the digestive system, 3*01 ; of 
the urinary and generative systems, 3*58 ; of the organs of 
locomotion, '53 ; of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system, 
8*32 ; from debility, &c., '69 ; from poisons, '04 ; from injuries, 
7*61 ; and from wounds in action, '03. 

The average number of men sick daily was 59*89, which is 
in the ratio of 38*63 per 1,000, and shows a decrease of 2*27 per 
1,000 when compared with the ratio for 1881. 

General Diseases— Febrile Group. 

In this group, 195 cases appear in the returns, viz. : one of small- 
pox, eleven of varicella, thirty-nine of simple continued fever, 
nineteen of ague, and 125 of remittent fever. One case of ague 
was invalided, and there was a death from remittent fever. 

Small'pox. — The solitary case was in the person of a krooman 
belonging to the Flora, and was contracted at Simon's Town, 
where small-pox prevailed among the Malays ; the disease was of 
the modified form. 

0.111. Varicella.— 
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Varicella. — The Boadicea returns seven cases which occurred 
amongst the kroomen housed in the dockyard in Simon's Bay in 
January; the cases were unimportant ; the disease was prevalent 
at the time in the native quarter of Simon's Town where the 
kroomen resort. 

The Flora had four cases about the same time, also amongst 
kroomen, who had been working with those from the Boadicea. 
These cases were all sent to hospital, and the men's quarters 
were disinfected thoroughly. 

Continued Fever. — Thirty-nine cases are returned, of which 
the Rambler records sixteen. All the cases met with were mild 
ones, generally due to exposure to the sun. 

Paroxysmal Fever. — Nineteen cases of ague and 125 of re- 
mittent fever are tabulated, with one case of invaliding from the 
former disease, and a death from the latter. 

The Flirt suffered most, seven cases of ague and sixty-two of 
remittent fever appearing in her returns, with a death from the 
latter disease. This ship was employed cruising in the Bights 
and on the southern sub-division of the station, during October 
and the early part of November, and visited the New and Old 
Calabar, and Bonny rivers. On the 12th November, having 
first embarked a small detachment from the Briton, which drew 
too much water to cross the bar, she proceeded up the Niger 
on account of some disturbances, and remained in the river 
from that date until the 20th November, when she proceeded 
to Fernando Po. While in the Niger she was employed 
in destroying some native villages, parties being landed for 
the purpose ; the highest point reached was the village of 
Torofani, about 135 miles from the river's mouth. During 
this service the usual hygienic precautions appear to have 
been taken, exposure to the sun was as much as possible to 
be avoided, and wet clothing recommended to be changed 
without delay. Quinine was issued as a prophylactic, in four 
*grain doses morning and evening, in half a gill of rum. On 
the 23rd November the Flirt arrived at the Cameroon's Kiver, 
and on that evening the first case of fever appeared in the 
person of a young ordinary seamen ; on the 24:th a second case 
was noticed, and on the 26th fourteen reported themselves sick; 
by the 28th November there were thirty-six cases of fever on the 
sick-list. On the 29th the medical officer in charge was attacked 
and was unable to resume his duties till the 9th December. 
The ship meanwhile had arrived at Lagos and the sick were 
attended by the Colonial Surgeon of that place, and subsequently 
by a civil practitioner of New Calabar, till the surgeon of the 
ship returned to duty. 

All the white portion of the ship's company, except four 
officers and nine men, suffered from either remittent or inter- 
mittent fever during the continuance of the epidemic ; the num- 
, ber of cases of the former fever being sixty, out of a complement 
of ninety-nine officers and men. The attack of the disease was 
generally ushered in by severe pyrexia, frontal and orbital pain 
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being a prominent symptom, and hypochondriac or epigastric pain 
and tenderness was generally noticed. The duration of the fever 
averaged a little over eleven days^ and, though in some cases 
debility and headache or vertigo remained for four or five days 
longer, most of the patients were able at once to return to duty. 
In the only fatal case, which was in the person of a stoker, aged 
46, there was intense pyrexia, the temperature rising up to 111 
degrees on the afternoon of the second day, when he died. The 
treatment adopted was a purgative in the first instance, and 
Warburg's Tincture was afterwards given, but it is stated that the 
tincture appeared to have no effect in modifying the course of 
the disease. Quinine in five or ten-grain doses gave no better 
results. 

By the 10th December Cape Coast Castle was reached, when a 
plentiful supply of fresh provisions was procured and issued with 
porter, &c., to the convalescents. By the 19th the crew were 
restored to their usual health. Quinine seems to have failed 
as a prophylactic in this instance, though it may be a ques- 
tion whether the very liberal spirit ration before mentioned 
as having been given with it might not have conduced to this 
result. 

The Briton returns twenty-three cases of remittent fever and 
three of ague. She contributed an officer and seventeen men to 
the expedition first described; on the 23rd of November this 
party returned to the ship ; on the next day one of them was 
attacked with fever, and by the end of the following day thirteen 
more had been entered on the sick-list ; the whole of the party 
eventually suffered from fever of the remittent type. In these 
cases there was generally great heat of skin, the temperature 
rising to from 104 to 106 degrees; gastrointestinal disturb- 
ance, with muscular pains, anorexia, and lassitude ushered in 
the febrile state, and pain referred to the region of the spleen 
was often complained of. In this ship the treatment by quinine 
in larger doses appears to have proved more satisfactory than in 
the Flirt ; the drug was given in ten-grain doses every third or 
fourth hour. Tha cases in both ships however seem to have 
been about the same time under treatment. In the case of the 
officer who commanded the party the fever subsided about the 
sixth day, but the attack was followed by troublesome diarrhoea, 
which weakened him much, and persisted up to his arrival at 
Simon's Bay in December, his symptoms having been complicated 
by a wound of the thigh sustained in action in the river. There 
was one case of ague invalided in this ship; it occurred in a 
young marine and was of the tertian form ; the paroxysms 
were most intense, and were followed by symptoms of startling 
collapse. 

The Foam returns twenty-five cases of remittent fever. The 
ship was sent up the Sherbro' River on the 25th May to assist in 
the punishment of some native chiefs, and remained in the river " 
till the 30th, having been anchored about 200 yards from the 
shore, in the vicinity of some mangrove swamps, and large mud 
banks which smelt strongly when exposed at low tide ; the heat 
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was excessive^ especially at night, and mosquitoes prevented any 
sleep. Quinine was issued daily while in the river. On the 9th 
of June the ship sailed for the North American Station, and on 
that day two cases of remittent fever were entered on the sick- 
list ; on the next day six more were added ; on the 11th, two ; on 
the 12th, four; and on the 13th, five cases occurred; in the 
whole, nineteen. These cases, which were clearly due to the stay 
in the river, averaged nine days in the sick-list, but, with a few 
exceptions, all the men had relapses about a week after their 
return to duty, and were under treatment for about eight days 
more ; a few had a third attack, and st>me remained debilitated 
for several weeks; all eventually recovered but one, who was 
invalided. 

The Pioneer returns ten cases of remittent fever, all con- 
tracted in the River Niger. 

With the exception of these outbreaks, which were due to 
river service, the squadron was fairly free from paroxysmal 
fevers during the year. 



(General DiseaAes—Coiistitutional Group. 

In this group are returned 130 cases, viz., sixty-seven of 
rheumatism; forty-six of primary, and fourteen of secondary 
syphilis; and three of phthisis; four cases of phthisis were 
invalided, and three died. 

JRAewma^wm.— There were sixty-seven cases under treatment; 
this gives a ratio of 43*22 per 1,000, and shows a decrease of 
13*14 per 1,000 on the last year's returns. There was no 
invaliding, and no death. The total number of days' sickness 
was 1,237, and the average duration of each case 18*46 days. 

Syphilis, Primary and Secondary. — There are forty-six cases 
of primary syphilis returned, bemg in the ratio of 29*67 per 
1,000, an increase of 6*04 per 1,000 when compared with the 
previous year ; and fourteen cases of secondary disease, which 
gives a ratio of 9*03 per 1,000, and shows a decrease of 6*12 per 
1,000 on the returns of 1881. There was no invaliding for 
venereal disease during the year. Simon's Town, as usual, appears 
to be the place from which most of the disease is derived. 

Phthisis. — Though only three cases of this disease appear in 
the returns, four men are reported as having been invalided for 
it, and there were three deaths. This discrepancy is owing to 
the disease having developed itself in the course of other illness. 
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Diseases of the Nervous System and Organs of the Good Hope 
. Special Senses. ^!!^ 

Under this head are tabulated forty-three cases of nervous and 
other diseases. The ratio per 1,000 was 27 '74, showing a decrease 
of 11*04 per 1,000, when compared with the last year's returns. 
There were twelve men invalided, which gives a ratio of 7' 74 

J)er 1,000, and is an increase of 4*11 per 1,000 on that of the 
bregoing year. There was no death. The invalidings were 
due to vertigo, epilepsy, insanity, and disease of the brain, eye, 
and ear. 

Diseases of the Circulatory System. 

Four cases of disease of the organs of circulation were added 
to the sick-list, and there were five persons invalided, for one of 
whom, for aneurism, there was no corresponding case. There 
were no deaths under this head. 



Diseases of the Respiratory System. 

There are 104 cases returned in this class, which is in the 
ratio of 67*09 per 1,000; seventy-seven were cases of catarrh, 
nine of bronchitis, and fourteen of pneumonia. One man was 
invalided for laryngeal disease. There were four deaths from 
pneumonia, all in the persons of kroomen, in whom this disease is 
most fatal ; when attacked intense mental depression sets in, and 
they ^ve up all hopes of recovery, this no doubt aids in producing 
the almost invariably fatal issue. 



Diseases of the Digestive System. 

Two hundred and fourteen cases appear imder this head, which 
gives a ratio of 138 06 per 1,000, and exhibits a reduction of 
29*81 per 1,000, when compared with the last yearly return. 
The total comprised thirty-two cases of cynanche, forty-eight of 
dyspepsia, twelve of dysentery, seventy-five of diarrhoea, twenty 
of colic and constipation, and seven of hernia. Eight persons 
were invalided, five for hernia, one for dysentery, and two for 
diseases of the mouth, &c. There were no deaths. 

A great improvement in the sanitary condition of Ascension 
is apparent since the improvement instituted last year in the 
water sup]>ly and hygienic arrangements alluded to in the statis- 
tical report. There has been no case of enteric fever in the 
Island during the year under review, and thoiigh eight cases of 
dysentery are returned, they were of a mild and tractable type. 
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a^d c^of Diwases of the Urinary and Oenerative Systems. 

Good Hope 
Station. Eighty-seven cases are returned, of which two were invalided 

Gonorrhoea and its sequelae contributed fifty-five to the total. 
The number of days' sickness from gonorrhoea and its sequelae 
was 1,3.36, being 487 days less than Ae preceding year, and the 
t average duration of eacn case was 24 '41 days. Two men were 
invalided, one for orchitis, and the other for stricture. 



Diseases of the Organs of Loeomotion. 

Fourteen cases of diseases of the bones, joints, and bursae were 
under treatment ; one man was invalided for chronic bursitis. 



Diseases of the Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous System. 

Under this head 459 cases are returned, being in the ratio of 
296-12 per 1,000, and exhibiting an increase of 33-09 per 1,000 
when compared with that of 1881 ; 356 cases of phlegmon and 
abscess, seventy-one of ulcer, and twenty of diseases oi the skin 
go to make up this total; four persons were invalided for abscess 
and ulcer. 

Debility, Obseryatiouy &c. 

Twenty-nine cases are returned in this class, of which twenty- 
five were of debility, and four of these latter were invalided. 



Poisons. 

Only two cases appear under this head, both by alcohol. There 
was no invaliding or death « 



Injuries, &c. 

There are 412 case^ of injury recorded, which is in the ratio of 
265-8 per 1,000, and shows a decrease of 4086 per 1,000 when 
compared with the ratio of 1881. Four men were invalided for 
wounds, being in the ratio of 2-58 per 1,0(K), and a reduction of 
2*87 per 1,000 on last year's rate. There were two deaths, 
equal to 1-29 per 1,000, being 15-67 per 1,000 less than the ratio 
of 1881. This large reduction in the iiivaliding and death-rates 
is due to the fact that they compare with the year 1881 in which 
occurred the loss of life in the action of Amajuba Mountain in 
the Transvaal. There was one case of wound in action; the 
officer in charge of a party of men from the Briton, who formed 

part 
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part of an expedition up the Niger in the Flirty sustained a gun- 
shot wound of the right thi^h while engaged with a landing party 
in operations against a native village. One of the deaths was 
caused by fracture of skull by fall from aloft, and the other by 
drowning, also by fall overboard from aloft.

Invaliding. 

The total number of persons invalided from the Station 
during the year under review was forty-six, which is in the 
ratio of 29*67 per 1,000, and exhibits a reduction of 16*99 per 
1,000 when compared with 1881. Under General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, one person was invalided ; and under the Con- 
stitutional Group, four, of which all were for phthisis ; twelve 
persons were invalided for diseases of the nervous system and 
organs of the special senses; five for diseases of the circulatory 
system; one for diseases of the respiratory system; eight for 
diseases of the digestive system; two for diseases of the urinary 
and generative systems ; one for diseases of the organs of loco- 
motion ; four for diseases of the cellular tissue and cutaneous 
system ; four for debility, &a, and four for injuries, &c. 



Mortality. 

The total number of deaths was eleven, which is in the ratio of 
7'09 per 1,000, and shows a reduction of 18*36 per 1,000 when 
compared with 1881. This large reduction is due to the com- 
parison of the year under review with that which included the 
loss of life in action in the Transvaal Campaign. 
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EAST INDIES STATION. 



£a8t Indies The squadron on the East India Station was composed of 
Station. fourteen vessels, viz., three corvettes, two sloops, six gun-vessels^ 

one schooner, one surveying vessel, and one store-ship. The 

returns from eight of these were for the whole twelve months, 
and from the remainder for periods varying from six to nine 
months. The mean force corrected for time was 1,970, and the 
total number of cases of disease and injury entered on the sick- 
list was 3,030, which is in the ratio of 1538-07 per 1,000, and 
shows a decrease compared with the preceding twelve months 
of 37'13 per 1,000. There were 190 persons invalided, being in 
the ratio of 96*44 per 1,000, which is an increase of 45*62 per 
1,000 over that of the preceding year. The deaths numbered 
twenty, or 10'15 per 1,000, which shows a decrease of 5*96 per 
1,000, when compared with the ratio of 1881. 

The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, was in the ratio of 8*86 per 1,000 ; from General 
Diseases, Constitutional Group, 6 32; from diseases of the 
nervous system, and organs of the special senses, 1*5; of the 
circulatory system, '46; of the absorbent system, 155; of the 
respiratory system, V09 ; of the digestive system, 4*32 ; of the 
urinary and generative systems, 3*06; of the organs of locomotion, 
•39; of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system, 11*43; from 
debility, &c., 2'35 ; from poisons, '04 ; from injuries, 7 26 ; and 
from injuries in action, '03. 

The average number of men ineffective daily from disease 
and injury was 96*14, which is in the ratio of 48*8 per 1,000^ 
and shows a decrease of 9*84 per 1,000 when compared with the 
preceding twelve months. 



General Diseases— Febrile Group 

In this group 676 cases are returned, viz., two of measles, one 
of scarlet fever, one of enteric fever, 193 of simple continued 
fever, thirty of ague, and 449 of remittent fever. Of these, one 
case of simple continued fever, two of ague, and eleven of 
remittent fever, were invalided ; and there were five deaths, one 
from enteric fever, and four from remittent fever. 

Measles. — There were two isolated cases, in the Banger and 
Eclipse. The case in the latter ship is noteworthy, as, when 
convalescent and about to be discharged to duty, the disease 
again appeared, and ran a well marked course through all its 
stages. The patient was a coloured boy of Portuguese descent. 

Scarlatina. — 
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Scarlatina.— This was also an isolated case, on board the Eastlndte 
Kclipse, contracted, it was believed, at Suez; there was no Station, 
opportunity of landing the man, and the case was treated on board ^— 
throughout. The patient was most carefully isolated, and the 
means taken to prevent the spread of the disease proved successful. 

Enteric Fever, — One death from this disease is reported from 
the London ; it occurred on the person of a Seedie boy belonging 
to the ship. The case was well marked, with great prostration, 
and death took place on the ninth day of treatment from exhaus- 
tion. It is worthy of remark that cases of enteric fever are 
almost unheard of at Zanzibar, though all the conditions favour- 
able to its production abound. 

Simple Continued Fever. — There were 193 cases of this form 
of fever returned, with one invaliding, and no death. 

The Eclipse returns the largestnumber of cases, viz., 53 ; they 
occuiTed for the most part concurrently with cases of well-marked 
remittent fever during visits to malarious localities on the East 
Coast of Africa, and were probably due to the same influence. 

The Ranger reports twenty-seven cases; these nearly all 
appeared while the ship was stationed on the Burmese coasts, 
and were classed as continued fever, because they showed neither 
remission nor intermission. Their type was that of the ordinary 
ephemeral fever of the tropics, commencing with a temperature 
of 103 degrees to 105 degrees, which usually fell to normal in 
forty-eight hours. The coast where the ship was employed at 
the time was so malarious, that quinine, as a prophylactic, was 
frequently given; on one occasion it was so issued to every 
person on board for seventeen days in three grain doses ; perhaps 
this measure may have modified the effects of the malarial 
influences. 

The Dryad had twenty-five cases under treatment ; these were 
nearly all met with in the Persian Gulf during the summer, and 
were all probably due to the high temperature and to exposure 
to the sun. The cases were mild, averaging about four days on 
the sick-list. 

Other ships that returned cases were the Woodlark fifteen 
cases, the Euryalus and Dragon thirteen each, and the London 
nine. The remainder of the Squadron had smaller numbers. 

Paroxysmal Fevers. — Four hundred and seventy-nine cases of 
ague and intermittent fever came under treatment. 

The London, stationary ship at Zanzibar, had 270 cases of 
remittent fever, with seven persons invalided and three deaths ; 
152 cases occurred in the first quarter, fifty-three in the second, 
forty -two in the third, and twenty-three in the last quarter. 
During the early part of the year there were not as many men 
attacked as usual, and hopes were entertained that the repairs 
executed, as noted in the Report for 1^81, had improved the 
condition of the ship in relation to these yearly outbreaks of 
fever ; but as the year went on it became evident that this was 
not the case to tne extent looked for, and the total number 
entered during the year only fell short of the number of 1881 by 
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Jiwt Indies forty cases, and the average duration of each case was 11*7 days 
Station. against 12*7 last year. The invalidings for the disease were 
seven, and the deaths from it three, as against two invalidings 
and two deaths last year. In other respects the remarks in last 
year's Report apply to the year under review, and the removal 
of the ship from Zanzibar, which has been decided on, is the only 
effectual remedy. 

The Philomel returns forty-three cases of remittent fever; 
these were contracted in different ports, chiefly at Zanzibar^ in 
Madagascar, and at Bombay, and at different periods of the year. 
In November the ship was docked at Bombay, the crew being 
meanwhile accommodated in the hulk Auckland. Whilst living 
on board the Auckland thirteen cases of remittent fever appeared, 
and the medical olBSicer ascribes the cause of the disease to the 
insanitary condition of the hulk, which appears to be, like the 
London, a wooden ship, which has lain for years in a tropical 
harbour, and subject to the same influences, with probably not as 
much care expended on keeping the bilges clean as in the ship at 
Zanzibar. 

In the Rubjr fifty-two cases of remittent fever came under 
treatment during the year; the bulk of these occurred after 
leaving Bangoon, where the ship had been lying between two 
and three weeks^ but on this occasion, and also at other times 
during the year^ it was noticed that the men who were attacked 
had been amongst those who had before suffered from the fever 
during the year 1881, when the Ruby passed through a severe 
epidemic on the East Coast of Africa. There was one man in- 
valided, and also a fatal case, on board this ship. 

There are forty cases returned from the Seagull, nearly all of 
which were contracted on the East Coast of Africa, and were 
chiefly due to Zanzibar. The disease was of the usual type met 
with on this part of the station, and appears to have been very 
amenable to the treatment adopted, viz., quinine in large doses, 
from thirty to fifty grains a day. . The average time under 
treatment on board uie ship was 67*7 days^ and there was no 
invaliding or death recorded. 

The Eclipse had twenty-one cases, with two men invalided ; 
the East Coast of Africa, Zanzibar, and the Island of Johanna 
were the places to which most of the disease is attributable. 
The treatment by large doses of quinine was. found successful in 
this ship also. 

Most of the other ships of the Squadron also return cases, but 
not in numbers to be compared to those above-mentioned. 

General Diseases— Constitatioiial Group. 

There are returned in this group 242 cases, viz., 114 of rheu- 
matism, ninety-one of primary and twenty-one of secondary 
syphilis, seven of tubercular diseases, and nine of other diseases ; 
of these, ten of rheumatism, one of primary and seven of cecon- 
dary syphilis, and five of tubercular diseases were invalided ; and 
two cases of phthisis proved fataL 

Bheumatism.'^ 
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Rheumatism. — ^The number of cases returned is 114, which is East Indies 
intheratioof 57*86 per 1,000, and shows an increase of 18*61 Station, 
per 1,000 when compared with the preceding year. There were ""■"" 
ten invalids, which is in the ratio of 5*07 per 1,000, and is an 
increase of 3*01 per 1,000 over the ratio of 1881. There was no 
death. The total days' sickness was 1,447, and the average 
duration of each case 12*69 days. 

Syphilis^ Primary and Secondary, — Ninety-one cases of primary 
syphilis are recorded, which gives a ratio of 46*19 per 1,000, and is 
an increase of 2*81 per 1,000 over the rate ofthe last year. One 
man was invalided for the disease. The number of days' sickness 
for primary syphilis, onboard ship and in hospital, was 2,116, and 
the average duration of each case 23*25 days. The twenty-one 
cases of secondary syphilis returned are equal to a ratio of 10*65 
per 1,000, which also exhibits an increase, over last year's ratio, 
of 3*63 per 1,000. Seven men were invalided for the secondary 
disease, the ratio of invaliding per 1,000 for both forms combined 
being 4*05 per 1,000. The crew of the Euryalus suffered most 
in this respect, and the cases were principally contracted at Bom- 
bay, or at Malta, where the ship had been docked in the spring. 



Diseases of the Nervous System and Organs of the 
Special Senses. 

There were 105 entries for these diseases, being in the ratio 
of 53*29 per 1,000, and showing an increase of 22*3 per 1,000, 
when compared with the preceding year. 

Twenty-seven persons were invalided, which gives a ratio per 
1,000 of 13*7, and is an increase, when comparea with last year, 
of 7*51 per 1,000 ; there was. one death. The invaliding was 
chiefly due to vertigo, epilepsy, and eye affections. The death 
was from cerebro-spinal meningitis, in a Seedie boy, on board the 
Seady. Two cases of heat apoplexy in the Arab, which 
occurred in the Persian Gulf, were invalided. 



Diseases of the Circulatory System. 

There are twenty-one cases recorded under this head, giving a 
ratio of 10*65 per 1,000, an increase on the last year's ratio of 
•74 per 1,000. There were twelve persons invalided, equal to 
6*09 per 1,000, an increase of -31 per 1,000 over last year. There 
was one death from organic disease of the heart ; six persons 
were invalided for cardiac disease, and six for varix. 
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Ent Indict 

^^^^ Diseases of the Bespiratory System. 

The total number of admissions to the sick-list for diseases of 
the respiratory organs was 106, equal to a ratio of 53-8 per 1,000, 
and being a decrease of 3-63 per 1,000 when compared with the 
preceding year. There were two men invalided, being in the 
ratio of 1*01 per 1,000, and one died, showing increases in the 
ratios in the former case equal to -19 per 1,000, and in the latter 
to '09 per 1,000. The total includes eighty-five cases of catarrh, 
five of bronchitis, seven of pneumonia, six of pleurisy, &c. The 
two cases invalided were for bronchitis and asthma, and the 
death was from pneumonia. 

Diseases of the Digestive System. 

In this class 419 cases are recorded, the ratio per 1,000 being 
212*69, and an increase being shown when compared with that oF 
1881 equal to 32*94 per 1,000. There were twenty-nine persons 
invalided, being in the ratio of 14*72 per 1,000, an increase of 
10-59 per 1,000, and three deaths, in the ratio of 1*52 per 1,000, 
and showing a decrease of '54 per 1,000 when compared with 
the preceding year. 

The total of cases comprised thirty-five of cynanche, ninety- 
three of dvspepsia, eighteen of dysentery, 172 of diarrhoea, forty- 
six of colic and constipation, four of hernia, twenty-eight of 
i hepatic afiections, and seventeen of haemorrhoids, intestinal 

worms, &c. The three deaths were due to dysentery, diarrhoea, 
and abscess of the liver. 

The Eclipse returns six cases of dysentery, and thirty-five of 
diarrhoea. These were all contracted at Suez, and in the Bitter 
lakes, where the ship was stationed during the warlike operations 
in Egypt during part of July, August, and September. The 
service entailed frequent landing of parties of men who were 
often compelled to sleep in the open air in the lower temperature 
of the night ; to tliis cause most of the disease of the digestive 
organs is ascribed. One case of dysentery was invalided. 

The Euryalus, which was also stationed at Suez during the 
Egyptian War, did not suffer to the same extent ; she only returns 
two cases of dysentery, and seven of diarrhoea. A case of diarrhoea, 
contracted on the Indian portion of the station, proved fatal. 

The Ruby was employed at Suez during the operations, and 
landed a party of 120 men during the early occupation of the 
place. Four cases of dysentery, and thirteen of diarrhoea are 
returned by her, four men having been invalided for the former 
disease. The amount of work required in the hot sun of Suez 
was very severe, erecting earthworks, dragging guns, &c., but 
the amount of disease directly attributable to it was not consider- 
able, and to the water supply, which at Suez was particularly- 
bad, the disease appears due. 

The Seagull, which was also at Suez and in the Canal, in 
August and September, returns three cases of dysentery, and six- 
teen of diarrhoea, of which one case of dysentery was invalided. 
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East Indies 

Diseases of the Urinary and Oenerative Sjrstems. ' 

Under this head 117 capes appear^ and of thesd two were 
invalidec^ and one died. The ratio of cases was 59*39 per 1,000, 
showing an increase on the last year's ratio of 10'63 per 1,000. 
The ratio of invaliding was 1*01 per 1,000, a decrease of 1*05, 
when compared with last year. The invaliding cases were for 
cystitis and stricture, and the death from renal disease. 

Gonorrhxa. — Seventy-eight cases were tabulated, which is in 
the ratio of 39*59 per 1,000^ an increase of 7 36 per 1,000 when 
compared with last year. The total days' sickness from 
gonorrhoea and its sequelae was 1,764, and the ratio per 1,000 of 
rick daily, from this cause, 2*44. 

Diseases of the Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous 
System. 

There are 663 cases returned in this class, of which fifteen 
were invalided. The ratio of cases was 336*54 per 1,000, showing 
a decrease of 44*45 per 1,000, when compared with 1881. The 
ratio per 1,000 of men invalided was 7*61. Phlegmon and 
ahscess and ulcer contributed respectively 446 and 178 to the 
total, and twelve of the invalidings were due to these affections, 
the remaining three being for skin disease. 

Debility, Observation, &c. 

There are returned in this class 150 cases of debility, head- 
ache, and observation, and of these, fifty-three cases of debility, 
chiefly the result of fever, and one case of headache, were 
invalided. 

Poisons. 

Only three cases are recorded, two by alcohol and one by 
insect bite ; no invaliding or death took place. 

Injuries, &c. 

Of the various forms of injury 468 cases are returned, com- 
prising 437 of wounds, fractures, &c., twenty-seven of burns 
and scalds, two of drowning, and two of wounds in action; 
of these, seven cases of wounds were invalided; the deaths 
were six, four cases of injury and two men drowned. 

The Eclipse returns two deaths from injury, one man was 
blown from the muzzle of a gun while prize firing, and the other, 
a petty oflScer, was killed by a shark. While at Mozambique, 
one dark night, in climbing up the ship's side he missed his hold of 
the man-rope and fell overboard. Almost immediately he shouted 
out that a shark had siezed him by the leg ; a life-buoy was at once 
thrown to him, which he caught, and at the same time cried out 
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£a8t Indies that his leg was gone ; a boat reached him after some dela^^ but 
Station. when brought on board he was quite dead. On examination of 
""^ the body all the soft parts of the left thigh were severed, in the 
entire circumference, close to the buttock, cleanly in front, but 
much lacerated behind ; the femoral artery stood out from the 
wound cut cleanly across ; the femur was exposed for three inches, 
stripped of periosteum and indented by the shark's teeth to the 
depth of one-eighth of an inch ; the soft parts of the same leg 
were much lacerated, and the fibula fractured. Of the two 
other deaths by injury, one was a case of fracture of the skull by 
a fall from aloft, and the other man was killed by falling from a 
window, while on leave in Zanzibar, and fracturing the spine. 
One man was drowned in the London by jumping overboard, 
motive uncertain ; and in the other case there is no information 
as to how the man went overboard, accidentally or otherwise. 

Of the two cases of wounds in action returned, one was in the 
person of a domestic of the Seagull, who sustained a gunshot 
wound of the leg, whilst employed with the stretcher party at 
the action at Chalouf on 20th August, and the oilier case was 
in a seaman of the Euryalus who was wounded in the thigh by 
the accidental explosion of the cartridge of a Gatling gun m ihe 
maintop of the Seagull, on the same occasion off Chalouf. 

InvBlidhig. 

The total number of persons invalided from the East India 
Station during the year was 190, which gives a ratio per 1,000 
of 96*44, and exhibits an increase equal to 45*62 per 1,000 on the 
ratio of 1881, and on the last ten years' average an increase of 
42*84. This considerable increase is shown under almost ev^ry 
class of disease, but chiefly under those of debility, and diseases 
of the digestive system. 

Under General Diseases, Febrile Group, fourteen persons 
were invalided; and under the Constitutional Group, twenty- 
three, viz. : ten for rheumatism, one for primary and seven for 
secondary syphilis, and five for tubercular diseases; twenty- 
seven persons were invalided for diseases of the nervous system 
and organs of the special senses ; twelve for diseases of the 
circulatory system; two for diseases of the absorbent system; 
two for diseases of the respiratory system; twentv-niue for 
diseases of the digestive system ; two for diseases of tne urinary 
and generative systems; three for diseases of the organs of 
locomotion ; fifteen for diseases of the cellular tissue and cutaneous 
system ; fifty-four for debility, &c., and seven for wounds and 
injuries. 

Mortality. 

The total number of deaths was twenty, which is in the ratio 
of 10*15 per 1,000, and shows a decrease of 5*96 per 1,000, when 
compared with 1881. 
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CHINA STATION. 



The squadron employed on the China Station in the year China 
1882 consisted of twenty-two vessels, viz. : one iron-clad, Station, 
five corvettes, three sloops, four gun-vessels, five gun-boats, 
two surveying vessels, one despatch vessel, and one receiving 
ship stationary at Hong Kong. The returns from eighteen of 
these vessels were for the year, and from the remaining four for six 
months. The mean force, corrected for time, was 2,750, and the 
number of cases of disease and injury entered on the sick list 
during the year was 4,091, which is in the ratio of 1,487'63 per 
1,000, and is a decrease of 81*25 per 1,000, when compared with 
the preceding jrear. The number invalided was sixty-seven, 
being in the ratio of 24'36 per 1,000, a decrease of 5-36 per 1,000; 
and the deaths were nineteen, or 6*9 per 1,000, also a decrease of 
1*49 per 1,000, on comparison with the ratios of 1881. 

The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, Febrile 
Group, vras in the ratio of 3*2 per 1,000 ; from General Diseases, 
Constitutional Group, 14'09 per 1,000; from diseases of the 
nenrous system, '64 ; of the eye, '26 ; of the ear, '13 ; of the cir- 
culatory system, -81 ; of the absorbent system, 3*15 ; of the 
respiratory system, 2*76 ; of the digestive system, 5*7 1 ; from 
gonorrhoea, 6*57; from the sequelae of gonorrhoea, '79; from 
other diseases of the urinary and generative systems, 1*43; of 
the organs of locomotion, '51 ; of the cellular tissue and cutaneous 
system, 9*24; from debility, observation, &c., 1*4; from poisons, 
•04 ; and from injuries, &c., 8'29. 

The average number of men sick daily was 162'54; this is in 
the ratio of 59*1 per 1,000, and shows an increase, when compared 
with the preceding year, of 1*4 per 1,000. 

General Diseases— Febrile Oroup. 

This group comprises 267 entries, viz. : five cases of small-pox ; 
thirteen of dengue ; four of enteric fever ; 162 of simple con- 
tinuedfever; seventy-eight of paroxysmal fever; four of cholera; 
and one of erysipelas. There was no invaliding; one case of 
small-pox, two of enteric fever, and two of cholera died. 

Small'pox. — The Cleopatra returns two cases, both in the 
persons of officers, contracted at Shanghai. One of those 
attacked was the junior medical officer of the ship, who 
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China unfortunately had not complied with the rule of the service. 

Station. which requires all ofBpers and men to undergo re-vaccinatiou, 

' and had not been vaccinated since childhood. The disease proved 

to be of the confluent type, and be died on the fifth day, at the 

civil hospital, where he was sent. The other case, was a mild 

modified one. 

Two cases in the Sheldrake, and one in the Swift, were con- 
tracted in the native town of Shanghai; both were of the 
modified type. 

Dengue. — Thirteen cases are returned by the Victor Emanuel, 
the receiving ship at Hong Kong ; they nearly all occurred in 
October, at which period the disease is stated to be generally 
epidemic in the town of Victoria, and in a large village at Kow- 
loon, close to where the ship was lying, which was often visited 
by the crew. The disease was of the usual type ; the cases 
averaged a little over eight days on the sick-list, and there was 
no complication or untoward result 

Enteric Fever. — Four cases are returned, with two deaths; 
they occurred singly in different ships, and were contracted at 
diflferent ports in China and Japan. The fatal cases were in the 
Foxhound and Vigilant. 

Simple Continued Fever, — One hundred and sixty-two cases 
are returned ; the lily, Cura9oa, Pegasus, and Daring suffered 
most in this respect. The cases were, generally, of the ordinary 
tropical febricula, and occurred on the southern part of the station. 

Paroxysmal Fevers. — Twenty cases of ague and fifty-eight of 
remittent fever were tabulated ; of these, the Victor Emanuel 
returns four cases of the former disease, and twenty of the latter, 
without any mortality or invaliding. This ship is stationed at 
Hong Kong for receiving duties, and her anchorage is changed, 
according to the season, from near the naval yard, to Kowloon 
at the opposite side of the harbour. It was at this latter anchorage, 
during the months of June, July, August, September, and 
October, that the greater number of cases occurred, and the 
medical officer is of opinion that to the situation of the ship, 
under the lee of a promontory on which extensive excavations 
of the earth were being carried on, much of the fever was 
probably due, and this appears likely to have been the case, but 
it must be taken into consideration that about the time of change 
of the north-east monsoon, when many of these cases occurred, is 
the period when malarial diseases are most to be looked for at 
Hong Kong. 

In connection with this subject the medical officer in charge 
of the Iron Duke, the flag ship, points out the doubtful character 
of the water supplied to the ships at Hong Kong. Under a con- 
tract, it appears to be drawn from a Eource east of the town of 
Victoria, and though an attempt at protecting the water-course 
jfrom contamination was made of late, yet afterwards, on 
tracing back the stream beyond its reputed source, it was found 
to be quite unprotected while* passing through marshy ground 

and 
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and in proximity to signs of cultivation, and this in China, where China 
hmnan excrement is in universal use as manure, and parasitic Station. 

diseases so common, must always be a source of danger. But 

setting this aside, it is almost always found that open water- 
courses in a tropical hilly country sucn as Hong Kong are sources 
of malarious disease, especially in the early part of the rainy 
season when the dry water-courses begin to fill ; Ibefore attributing 
the cases of remittent fever to special situations in the harbour, 
the chances of their causation by water had better be eliminated 
This might easily be done at Hong Kong as there is an excellent 
water supply to the town of Victoria, which might, no doubt, at a 
small expense, be made available for the use oi the ships. It is 
stated by some of the medical oflScers that in all the cases of 
fever met with at Hong Kong the patients were found to be 
infested with round intestinal worms. 

The Kestrel returns ten cases, out of a complement of seventy- 
four, contracted at different parts of the station, but, as tne 
average time ilnder treatment was only six days, they must have 
been of a very mild type. 

None of the other ships suffered to any extent from periodic 
fevers. 

Cholera. — Four cases, with two deaths, are returned. The 
Cleopatra had two cases, one contracted at Yokohama, where the 
disease was known to prevail, and where the man attacked had 
been in a suspicious quarter of the town, proved fatal on the 
fourth day with suppression of urine and ursemic symptoms ; the 
other case was met with at Chefoo, where the disease was not 
known to exist at the time ; the patient recovered. 

The Cura9oa returns a fatal case ; the disease was contracted 
at Yokohama, and the patient died on the fourth day from 
exhaustion. 

The Vigilant had one case also due to Yokohama ; the patient 
recovered. 



Crenerai Diseases— Constitutional Group. 

In this group 468 cases are recorded, viz., 157 of rheumatism, 
198 of primary, and ninety-two of secondary syphilis, fifteen of 
tubercular diseases, and six of other diseases. Of these, two 
were invalided for rheumatism, three for secondary syphilis, and 
eleven for tubercular diseases. There were three deaths from 
phthisis. 

Rheumatism, — There are returned 157 cases of rheumatism, 
which is in the ratio of 67*09 per 1,000, and shows a decrease 
of 5*84 per 1,000 when compared with the preceding year; there 
were two persons invalided, equal to '72 per 1,000, and 1*02 per 
1,000 less than the last year's ratio. The total days' sickness was 
2,557, giving an average period under treatment to each case of 
16-28 days. 
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China &/philis. Primary. — There were 198 cases under treatment 

Station. durmg the year, which is in the ratio of 72* per 1,000, and shows 
— ' a decrease when compared with last year's ratio of 7*02 per 1,000. 
The total loss of service from the disease was 6,770 days, and 
the average period of each case under treatment was 34*19 days ;. 
this was 5*13 days less than in 1881, showing the disease to have 
been of a milder type, as well as less frequent. The Cura9oa 
returns the largest number of cases, viz. : thirty-three out of a 
complement of 246 ; tliey were chiefly contracted at Kobe and 
Nagasaki in Japan. The twenty-five cases returned by the Iron 
Duke are also due to these ports, as are twenty-four cases 
from the Encounter ; these being the ships that suffered most. 
It is stated by the medical officers that while venereal disease 
prevails extensively in the foreign settlements of these ports, and 
IS frequently contracted by the men in public-houses kept by 
Europeans and not subject to Japanese regulations, in the parts 
of the town where the native law prevails, there is a strict super- 
vision of prostitutes, and but little disease appears. It would 
seem that this state of things might be improved were the 
foreign consuls to take common action in the matter, and be 
more careful in the selection of the persons of their respective 
' nationalities to whom public-house licenses are granted in the 
district^ over which their authority extends. 

Syphilis, Secondary. — Ninety-two cases are recorded, being in 
the ratio of 33*45 per 1,000, and showing an increase of 8*28 per 
1,000, when compared with 1881. Ti^ee men were invalided 
for tins disease during the year. 



Diseases of the Nervous System and Organs of the 
Special Senses. 

Ninety- eight cases were returned in this class ; this is in the 
ratio of 35*63 per 1,000, and exhibits a decrease of 3*18 per 1,000, 
when compared with the preceding year. There were seven 
persons invalided, which gives a ratio of 2*54 per 1,000, 2*35 per 
1,000 less than last year ; there was one death which was in the 
ratio of -36 per 1,000. 

Six of the invaJidings were for vertigo and epilepsy, and the 
other for disease of the eye ; the single death was due to cerebral 
disease. 



Diseases of the Circulatory System. 

Twenty-seven cases are returned under this head, giving i^ 
ratio of 9-81 per 1,000, an increase of 2*82 per 1,000, on the ratio 
of last year. There were five invalids, three for cardiac disease, 
and two for varicose veins, and one death from aneurism of tlie 
aorta, the invaliding and death ratios being respectively 1*81 axi<i 
•36 per 1,000. 
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China 

Diseases of the Absorbent System and Ductless Glands. st^t^ 

Seventy-one cases^ sizty-nine being of babo^ came under 
treatment, and of these, one case of bubo was invalided, and a 
case of lymphadenoma proved fatal in Yokohama Hospital. This 
last case was in the person of an engine-room artificer oithe Flying- 
Fish, aged 37, and presented a well-marked case of Hodgkin's 
disease. There was general glandular enlargement, and pro- 
gressive debility and ansemia, ending in death by asthenia in 
about five montibs from the commencement of the (usease. After 
death the spleen was found enlarged and about double its 
ordinary thickness, with its upper surface enveloped in a layer 
of cheesy, yellowish white, deposit about three-fourths of an 
inch in thickness ; beyond a little serous fluid in the pleure» and 
pericardium, this was the only important internal lesion noticed. 

Diseases of the Respiratory System. 

There were 387 admissions under this headj which gives a 
ratio of 140*72 per 1,000, and shows an increase of 40*03 per 
1,000, when compared with the preceding year. There were 
four invalids, ana one death, the ratios bein^ respectively 1*46 
and '36 per 1,000. The invalidings were for bronchitis ai|d 
pneumonia, and the death was due to pleurisy. 

Diseases of the Digestive System. 

Seven hundred and seven cases are here recorded ; this gives a 
ratio of 257-09 per 1,000, a decrease of 35-91 per 1.000, when 
compared with the ratio of the preceding year. The invalids 
numbered thirteen, being in the ratio of 4*72 per 1,000, and '18 
in excess of last year's ratio; and there was one death, equal to 
*36 per 1,000. Of the men invalided, one was for dyspepsia, 
three for dysentery, one for diarrhoea, four for hernia, and four 
' for other diseases of the stomach, liver, ,&c. ; the death was from 
hepatic abscess during dysentery. 



Diseases of the Urinary and Oenerative Systems. 

The entries under this head numbered 397, which gives a ratio 
of 144*36 per 1,000, an increase when compared with the last 
year's ratio of 17*09 per 1,000. The invalids numbered 6, being 
m the ratio of 2*18 per 1,000, an increase of '79 per 1,000, and 
there was one death from Bright's Disease. 

GonorrhtBa. — The cases treated numbered 287, or 104*36 per 
1,000, an increase of 10*31 per 1,000, when compared with 1881. 
The total days' sickness was 6,598, and the average duration of 
each case 22*98 days, the same as last year. 
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Stet^n. Diseases of the Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous System. 

In this class 864 cases are tabulated as having been treated 

during the year, the ratio per 1,000 being 314* 18, a decrease of 
6'79 per 1,000, when compared with the ratio of the preceding 
year. Two persons were invalided for ulcer. 

Debility, Observation, &c. 

Eighty-seven cases of debility, headache, and sea sickness are 
here recorded, with nine invalidings for debility. 

Poisons. 

Two cases, with no invaliding or mortality, are returned. One 
case was due to lead poisoning, and the other to the fumes of 
turpentine which produced prolonged unconsciousness in a man 
who was painting in a confined space in a ship, at Hong Kong, 
with the tnermometer at 88°. 

Injuries, &c. 

During the year under review 703 cases of woubds and in- 
juries are recorded ; of these, 671 were wounds, fractures, &c., 
twenty-nine burns and scalds, and three men were drowned. 
Besides these last there were two fatal cases of injury ; an officer 
of the Cleopatra died of compound fracture of the humerus, after 
amputation of the limb ; the fracture was caused by the accidental 
discharge of a gun whilst duck-shooting from a boat. A seaman 
was killed by a fall from aloft, sustaining concussion of the brain 
and other injuries. Of the drowning accidents, two occurred 
returning from leave, and the third whilst bathing. 

Invaliding. 

The total number invalided from the China Station during the 
year was sixty-seven, which was in the ratio of 24-36 per 1,000, 
and shows a decrease of 5"36 per 1,000 when compared with that 
of 1881. Under General Diseases, Constitutional Group, sixteen 
persons were invalided, of which two were for rheumatism, three 
for secondary syphilis, and eleven for phthisis; for diseases of 
the nervous system and organs of special senses, seven ; of the 
circulatory system, five ; of the absorbent system, one ; of the 
respiratory system, four ; of the digestive system, thirteen ; 
of the urinary and generative systems, six ; of the organs of 
locomotion, three ; of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system, 
two ; for debility, &c., nine ; and for injuries, one. 

Mortality. 

There were nineteen deaths on the Station in 1882, which is 
in the ratio of 6*9 per 1,000, and a decrease of 1-49 per 1,000 
when compared with the preceding year. 
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AUSTRALIAN STATION. 



The squadron on the Australian Station, in the year 1882^ Australian 
was comprised of seven vessels, viz. : one iron-clad, two corvettes. Station, 
three sloops, and a surveying vessel. The returns from three 
of these were for the whole twelve months, and from the remaining 
four for periods of six and nine months. The mean force, corrected 
for time, was 1»290, and the total number of cases of disease and 
injury entered on the sick-list during the year was 1,497 ; thig 
is in the ratio of 1,160*46 per 1,000, and shows a decrease of 
229*23 per 1,000, when compared with the preceding year. The 
number invalided was thirty-one, which gives a ratio of 24*03 
per 1,000, and is a decrease of 1*74 on comparison with the 
ratio of the preceding year. There were six deaths, being in 
the ratio of 4*65 per 1,000, and showing a decrease of 1*53 per 
1,000, conapared with the rate of 1881. 

The averagje daily loss of service from General Diseases^ 
Febrile Group, was in the ratio of 3*06 per 1,000 ; from 
General Diseases, Constitutional Group, 7*91 ; from diseases of 
the nervous system, '37 ; of the eye, '4 ; of the ear, '13; of the 
circulatory system, '52; of the absorbent system, 2*13; of the 
respiratory system, 1*97 ; of the digestive system, 2*83 ; from 
gonorrhoea, 2*6 ; from the sequelas of gonorrhoea, '63; from other 
diseases of the urinary and generative systems, '61 ; from diseases 
of the organs of locomotion, '04 ; of the cellular tissue and 
cutaneous system, 7*6; from debility, &c., '44; fi^om poisons, 
•04 ; and from injuries, &c., 14*94. 

The average number of men sick daily was 59*85, which is in 
the ratio of 46*39 per 1,000 ; this is a decrease of '3 per 1,000 
from last year's ratio. 

Oeneral Diseases— Febrile Group. 

One case of measles, eleven of enteric fever, fourteen of simple 
continued fever, twenty- six of ague, thirteen of remittent fever, and 
one of simple cholera are returned ; two cases of paroxysmal fever 
were invalided ; and one of enteric fever, and one of cholera died. 

There was a solitary case of measles in the Nelson, contracted 
at Auckland, when ihe disease was epidemic. The case was 
treated on board, with every sanitary precaution, whilst the ship 
was at sea, and the disease did not spread, but in view of the 
lamentable results that ensued on the introduction of measles 
into Fiji by a ship of war on a former occasion, it was thought 
rigbt to avoid visiting that place, and other islands as long as 
any possibility of introducing infection remained, 

O.Ul. G Enteric 
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Avstralian Enteric Fever, — Of the eleven cases returned, nine occurred in 
Station. the Nelson, with one death ; they were all contracted at Sydnej, 

and the cause was believed to be drinking unfiltered water. 

Considering the number of cases of the disease contracted at 
Sydney of late years, with the consequent loss of service and o£ 
life, and the well-known unsatisfactory character of its water 
supply, it would be well if dependence were not placed on filtra- 
tion, but that condensed water should be used whilst in this 
harbour, and no shore water allowed on board for any purpose. 
The cases were treated in St. Vincent Hospital at Sydney. 

The Miranda and Diamond each return one case, al&o contracted 
at Sydney ; both cases were treated at the same hospital, and 
recovered. 

Paroxysmal Fever. — Twenty-six cases of ague, and thirteen of 
remittent fever are recorded, of which the Cormorant returns 
sixteen of ague, and ten of remittent fever. All these were 
contracted at the Island of Espiritu Santo in the New Hebrides, 
a place so infested by malaria that the station orders recommend 
ships to anchor not less than three-quarters of a mile from the 
shore; in the case of the Cormorant, a hurricane, and the 
exceptional character of the service on which she was employed, 
necessitated her anchoring close to the shore, and also the landing 
of an armed force, and hence the occurrence of the fever. So 
free from malarial disease is the Australian Station that this was 
the first experience the Cormorant had had of it, though nearly 
four years in commission ; one of the patients was invalided, the 
rest recovered. 

Simple Cholera. — There was a fatal case of this disease in the 
Miranda at Melbourne, where the patient, a stoker, died on the 
third day ; the origin of the disease could not be accounted for. 



General Diseases— Constitutional Gronp. 

In this group 159 cases are tabulated, viz., eighty-eight of 
rheumatism, thirty-eight of primary and twenty of secondary 
syphilis, eleven of tubercular, and two of other diseases ; one 
case of rheumatism and eight of tubercular diseases were 
invalided ; there was no death. 

iJAeMTwa^z^rw.— Eighty-eight cases of rheumatism are returned, 
the ratio per 1,000 is 68-21, an increase of 26*98 per 1,000 when 
compared with the preceding year. The ratio of invaliding was 
•77 per 1,000. 

Syphilis, Primary and Secondary. — Thirty-eight cases of 
primary, and twenty cases of secondary syphilis appear in the 
returns, the ratio per 1,000 for the former disease beii^ 29'45, 
and in the latter 15*5. In both instances these ratios show 
reductions on those of the preceding year. Sydney was the chief 
source of the disease. 

Phthisis. — There were eleven cases of this disease recorded, 
seven persons having been invalided. 
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Diseaaes of the Nervous System and Organs of the 
Special senses. 

Forty-one cases appear under this head, giving a ratio of 31*78 
per 1,000 ; this is a decrease amounting to 13'58 per 1,000 when 
compared with last year's ratio. Five persons were invalided, 
one for paralysis, one for epilepsy, one for insanity, and two for 
diseases of tiie eye ; the invaliding ratio is nearly the same as 
last year. 

Dujeases of the Circulatory System, 

Ten cases are returned, being in the ratio of 7*75 per 1,000, 
and showing an increase of 3*63 per 1,000 when compared with 
the preceding year. Four persons were invalided for diseases of 
the heart ; there was no death. 

Diseases of the Bespiratory System. 

In this class of disease 123 cases are returned, of which 106 
were cases of catarrh ; the ratio per 1,000 was 95*34, an increase 
of 26*27 on the last year's rate. One man was invalided for 
pneumonia, and there was a death from the same disease. 

Diseases of the Digestive System. 

One hundred and seventy-seven cases of diseases of the organs 
of digestion are returned, being in the ratio of 137*2 per 1,000, 
a decrease of 59*7 per 1,000 m comparison with the previous 
year's ratio ; one man was invalided for hernia ; there were no 
deaths. 

Diseases of the Urinary and Oenerative Systems. 

Eighty-one cases appear in the returns, being in the ratio of 
62*79 per 1,000, and showing a decrease of 3*18 per 1,000, com- 
pared with the last year. Two persons were invalided for renal 
and vesical disease ; there was no death. 

Gonarrhcea, — Fifty four cases are recorded, equal to a ratio of 
4r86 per 1,000, which is less than the ratio of the last year by 
4-53 per 1,000. 

Diseases of the Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous 
System. 

There were 313 cases tabulated under this head, giving a ratio 
of 242*63 per 1,000, which is less than the ratio of 1881 by 
191*39 per 1,000. One man was invalided for a troublesome 
axillary abscess ; there were no deaths. 
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IigtirieB, &c. 

Under this head are returned 498 cases of various forms of 
injury, comprising 479 of wounds, fractures, &c,, seventeen of 
bums, and one of drowning. Three men were invalided for the 
effects of fractures; one man was killed by fracture of skull by 
falling into a dock ; one was drowned by falling out of a boat, 
and an officer of the Cormorant was killed in action with the 
natives of Espiritu Santo, one of the New Hebrides Islands; 
in this case a bullet passed through the abdomen^ wounding the 
spleen and stomach, and then, entering the chest, severed the 
aorta. 

Invaliding. 

The total number invalided from this station, during the year, 
was thirty-one, which gives a ratio of 24*03 per 1,000, and 
shows a decrease of 1'74 per 1,000 in comparison with the pre- 
ceding year. Under General Diseases, Febrile Group, two 
persons were invalided, and under General Diseases, Constitu- 
tional Group, nine ; of these, one was for rheumatism, and eight 
for tubercular diseases ; five persons were invalided for diseases 
of the nervous system and organs of the special senses ; four 
for diseases of the circulatory system ; one lor diseases of the 
respiratory system ; one for diseases of the digestive system; two 
for diseases of the urinary and generative systems ; one for diseases 
of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system; three for debility, 
&c., and three for injuries. 

Mortality, 

The total number of deaths was six, which is in the ratio of 
4*65 per 1,000, and is 1*53 per 1,000 less than the ratio of the 
preceding year. 
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IRREGULAR FORCE. 



The Irregular Force during the year 1882 consisted of forty- Irregular 
six vessels, besides the crews for the relief of ships recommissioned ^^* 
abroad, and their relieved crews on passage to England. It also 
included the Marine Artillery and Light Infantry employed in 
Egypt during the operations there. The number of ships com- 
prised in the returns were four ironclads, one frigate, eleven 
corvettes, four sloops, six gun- vessels, four gun-boats, ten troop- 
ahips, one schooner, one store-ship, three surveying vessels, and 
one yacht ; and the wrecked crew of the Phoenix is also included. 
The returns from one of these vessels was for the whole twelve 
Dionths, and from the remainder for periods varying from nine 
days to nine months. The mean force, correctea for time, was 
5,100, and the total number of cases of disease and injury entered 
on the sick-list 6,803, which is in the ratio of 1,333-92 per 1,000, 
beinff a decrease of 79'95 in comparison with the ratio of 1881. 
Of Miese, 205 were invalided ; this is in the ratio of 40* 19 per 
1,000, and shows an increase of 18*56 per 1,000 in comparison 
with the preceding year. There were ninety-six deaths, being 
in the ratio of 18*82 per 1,000, and showing a decrease of 15*66 
per 1,000 when compared with 1881. 

The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, was 5*18 per 1,000; from General Diseases, 
Constitutional Group, 9*75 ; from diseases of the nervous system 
and organs of the special senses, 2*32 ; of the circulatory system, 
•74 ; of the absorbent system, 1*1 ; of the respiratory system, 2*21 ; 
of the digestive system, 4*21 ; from gonorrhoea and its sequelae, 
4*23 ; from other diseases of the urinary and generative systems, 
•61 ; from diseases of the organs of locomotion, '49 ; of the 
'Cellulartissueandcutaneoussy8tem,7*91 ; fromdebility, &c., 1*71; 
from poisons, '03; from wounds and injuries, 9*51; and from . 
injuries in 'action, 1*17. 

The average number of men sick daily was 261*51, which is 
in the ratio of 51*27 per 1,000, being a decrease of '47 per 1,000, 
in comparison with the preceding year. 



General Diseases, Febrile Group. 

In this group are recorded 431 cases, viz., three of measles, 
one of scarlet fever, thirty-eiffht of enteric fever, 306 of simple 
continued fever, seventeen of ague, forty-six of remittent fever, 
eight of mumps^ one of influenza, and eleven of erysipelas; of 
these, thirty -two of enteric fever, six of remittent fever, and one

Inregular ^f yellow fever, the latter having no corresjponding case, were 
*orce. invalided; and one of scarlet fever, sixteen of enteric fever, and 
two of remittent fever proved fatal ; there was also a death from 
diphtheria. 

Measles. — Two cases occurred in the Euphrates, while in 
the Mediterranean, due to infection from some cases of the 
disease among troops which the ship had been carrying. The 
Sylvia also had a case at Plymouth before leaving for a foreign 
station. 

Scarlet Fever. — A fatal case of this disease occurred in the 
person of an officer of the Marine battalion for E^ypt, who was 
attacked on board the Quetta transport between Malta and 
Alexandria on passage to the latter port. The patient was 
believed to be suffering from fever, and on arrival at^ Alexandria 
was sent on board the Tamar, temporary hospital ship, where he 
died in three days, with symptoms of malignant scarlet fever ; 
the disease was probably contracted at Malta. 

Enteric Fever. — Thirty-eight cases are returned ; of these by 
far the largest proportion occurred amongst the Marine battalion 
serving on shore in Egypt. This battalion, consisting in its 
entirety of about 1,800 men, of whom 548 were Marine Artillery, 

f)roceeded to Egypt in three detachments, the first of which 
anded at Alexandria on the 17th July, the second on the 9th 
August, and the third, which waa stationed at Port Said, disem- 
barked there on the 19th September. The force was subsequently 
employed during the operations in the autumn, and the bulk of 
them left for England on the 11th and 12th of October, leaving 
the detachment in garrison at Port Said, amounting to 275, 
which remained there at the end of the year. The average 
number of Marine Artillery and Light Infantry, corrected for 
time, was 440. During the service of the battalion at Alexandria, 
and subsequently in the series of operations from Ismailia to 
Cairo, and in the occupation of the latter town, the men were 
exposed to all the insanitary conditions mentioned, in connection 
vith this subject, in the report on the Mediterranean Station. 
During a portion of the time the sick of the Marine Battalion were 
treated by their own medical oflBcers, but when sent into the 
hospitals, came under the care of the Army Medical Depart- 
ment ; from this cause, and the nature of the service, it has been 
found difficult to procure full details of the sickness of the 
battalion, but every care has been taken to render the returns as 
accurate as possible. Though only twenty-two cases of enteric 
fever have been returned from the Marine force the number 
invalided for the disease is found to amount to twenty-seven, 
and the deaths to sixteen ; as 111 cases of continued fever are 
reported in the battalion there can be no doubt that the dis- 
crepancy arises from the frequent necessity of a hasty diagnosis, 
often so difficult in this complaint, and the impossibility of 
tracing the subsequent cause of the disease by nominal returns 
through the hospitals, often of a temporary character, in which 
they were treated. 

The 
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The Inconstant returns four cases of enteric fever^ and five Irregular 
invalidings and two deaths from the same disease. This ship Force, 
belonged to the detached squadron, but was detained in the 
Mediterranean for service on the Egyptian coasts, while on 
passage home from China. Three of t£e cases, with one death, 
occurred just after leaving China, having probably been contracted 
at Hong Kong, and the remafining ones were subsecjuent to the 
Egyptian service ; those cases tha^ occurred whilst she was 
employed in Egypt have been already tabulated with the Mediter- 
ranean Station. On the supposition that malaria might have 
contributed to the cases contracted on the service in Egyptian 
waters, large doses of quinine or quinodine were given at the 
commencement of the disease, but no good effect was observed to 
result from this treatment. 

The Tourmaline returns three cases, with one death ; two of 
these were due to Hong Kong, and one occurred after leaving 
the Cape of Good Hope. 

Yellow Fever. — A solitary case of invaliding for this disease is 
returned from the Druid, but it was more properly due to the 
West Indian Station, and was contracted at Port Royal, during 
the epidemic there, before the ship belonged to the Irregular 
Force. 

Simple Continued Fever. — Three hundred and six cases are 
returned, with no invaliding or death. The largest number 
of cases. 111, is recorded in the returns from the Marine Battalion 
serving in Egypt ; many of them, as it afterwards appeared, 
turned out to be enteric fever. The Alert returns thirty-four 
cases, out of a complement of 1 12, which occurred during January 
and part of February, at Singapore, while the ship was under 
repair at a dockyard near the town. This place is described as 
being on reclaimed land adjacent to extensive swamps. The 
fever was of a continued type, and lasted from two to seven days, 
the temperature at the outset running up to 102*' to 103°. The 
cases all recovered, and a fortnight after leaving Singapore the 
disease had disappeared. 

Paroxys/fnal Fevers. — Seventeen cases of ague and forty-six 
of remittent fever are recorded, with six persons invalided, and 
three deaths from the last-named disease. The Tourmaline 
returned nine cases, of which three were invalided ; they nearly 
all occurred soon after leaving the Suez Canal where she was 
stationed during the Egyptian War. Two of the three fatal 
cases were in 3ie Marine Battalion in Egypt, and the remain- 
ing one in the Garnet. 
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General Diseases, Ck>nstitational Group. 

In this group are returned 632 cases, of which 273 were of 
rheumatism, 235 of primary, and eighty-five of secondary 
sjrphilis, seventeen of phthisis, two* of scrofula, one of scurvy, 
sixteen of gout, and three -of other diseases. Sixteen persons 
were invalided, viz., six for rheumatism, one for primary, and 
four for secondary syphilis, and five for phthisis ; two cases of 
rheumatism, and two of phthisis ended fatally. 

Rheumatism. — There are 273 cases returned, which is in the 
ratio of 53*52 per 1,000, and shows a decrease of 19-13 per 1,000 
in comparison with the preceding year. The invaliding rate is 
1*17, and is an increase on that of the last year equal to '56 per 
1,000. The death-rate was -39 per 1,000. 

Syphilis, Primary and Secondary. — There were 235 cases of 
primary syphilis under treatment, being in the ratio of 4607 per 
1,000, and showing an increase of 3*22 per 1,000 when compared 
with the ratio of the preceding year ; and eighty-five cases of 
secondary disease, equalling 16*66 per 1,000, and being 5*78 per 
1,000 less than the ratio of 1881. 



Diseases of the Nervons System aiid Organs of the 
Special Senses. 

Under this head 223 cases are recorded, which gives a ratio of 
43*72 per 1,000, 2*7 per 1 ,000 in excess of the last year. Eighteen 
persons were invalided, which was in the ratio of 352 per 1,000, 
and was a decrease of '35 per 1,000 in comparison with the pre- 
ceding year ; there was one death. The cases of disease include 
sixteen of sunstroke, one of paralysis, twenty of vertigo, three 
of epilepsy, thirty-four of neuralgia, two of insanity, seven of 
other diseases of the brain and nervous system, 105 of diseases 
of the eye, and thirty-five of diseases of the nose and ear. Of 
those invalided, four were for sunstroke, one for paralysis, three 
for vertigo, two for insanity, five for other diseases of the brain 
and nervous system, two for diseases of the eye, and one for 
diseases of the ear. 

Amongst the diseases of the eye there are returned fifty-four 
cases from the Battalion of Marines serving in Egypt. No cases 
appeared till after the action of Tel-el-Kebir, though the men 
were exposed to the glare of the sun, and their eyes were often 
filled with dust and sand. The Marine Artillery remained en- 
camped at Telel-Kebir for four days after the action, and 
ophthalmia commenced to show itself the day after arrival there ; 
it was in the opinion of the medical oflScer due to local contagion, 
and chiefly distributed by the flies which swarmed there. 
Egyptian soldiers had lately occupied the place, and the stench 
from the decomposing bodies of men and carcasses of animals was 

overpowering* 
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overpowering. The cases of ophthalmiaj however, were not Irregolar 
severe, and were easily cured, and there was no one invalided Force^ 

from this cause. The only case of the purulent form of the 

disease returned was one in the detachment of Marines at Port 
Said ; it also proved amenable to treatment. 



Diseases of the Circulatory System. 

Twenty-nine cases appear under this head, which is in the 
ratio of 5*68 per 1,000, and shows an increase of '79 per 1,000 in 
comparison with the ratio of 1881. The invalids numbered ten, 
being in the ratio of 1*96 per 1,000, a decrease of -89 on the last 
year's ratio; there were two deaths, giving an increase of '19 
per 1,000 over the last year's ratio. Six of the invalidings were 
due to disease of the heart, and four to varix. The deaths were 
from disease of the heart and aneurism. 



Diseases of the Bespiratory System. 

The number of cases here recorded is 421, which gives a ratio 
of 82*54 per 1,000; this is a decrease amounting to 45*41 per 
1,000 when compared with the ratio of 1881. Five persons were 
invalided, giving a ratio of '98 per 1,000, being '37 per 1,000 
more than in the last year. There were two deaths. Catarrh, 
bronchitis, and pneumonia furnish respectively, 348, twenty-two,, 
and twenty-eight cases. The invaliding was chiefly due to 
bronchitis and pneumonia, and the two deaths were from the 
last-named disease. 



Diseases of the Digestive System. 

In this class 1,237 cases are recorded; this gives a ratio of 
242*54 per 1,000, and is an increase, compared with the preceding 
year's ratio, of 48*87 per 1,000. The persons invalided for these 
diseases numbered forty-three, an increase of 5*99 per 1,000, and 
the deaths fifteen, an increase of 2*74 per 1,000 on the last year's 
ratios. Out of the total, 207 were cases of cynanche, 176 of 
dyspepsia, thirty-four of dysentery, 650 of diarrhoea, and seventy 
of colic, constipation, &c. ; these proportions are about the 
same as usual, except in the numbers ol* cases of dysentery and 
diarrhoea, which are abnormally large, and in which the increase 
is due to the Egyptian Service of the Marine Battalion, twenty- 
nine cases of dysentery and 289 of diarrhoea having been returned 
from that force; of these, nineteen of dysentery, and six of 
diarrhoea were invalided, and ten of dysentery ended fatally; 
besides these, two cases of dysentery, one of diarrhoea, eleven 
of hernia, and four of other diseases were invalided, and there 
were two deaths from dysentery. 
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Irregular 
Force. 

— Diseases of the Urinary and Generative Systems. 

There are returned 445 cases of these diseases, giving a ratio 
per 1,000 of 87*25, and showing an increase of 18-89 per 1,000 
on the last year's ratio. There were eight invalidings, and one 
death, the former being one for renal disease, three for varicocele, 
and four for gonorrhoea and its effects ; the death was from vesical 
and renal disease. 

Gonorrhcea. — There were 319 cases of this disease under treat- 
ment ; this was in the ratio of 62*54 per 1,000, an increase of 
19'08 per 1,000, when compared with the preceding year. The 
number of days' sickness from the disease was 6,434. 



Diseases of the Cellular Tissue, and Cutaneous System. 

The number of cases returned was 1,408, which gives a ratio 
of 276-07 per 1,000, and is a decrease of 57*19 per 1,000, in 
comparison with the ratio of the preceding year. Three persons 
were invalided, and there was no death ; 951 cases of phlegmon 
and abscess, 208 of ulcer, and 249 of skin diseases compose the 
total number of cases. 



Debility, Observation, &c. 

Two hundred and twenty cases of debility and other unclassed 
diseases are returned ; of these, twenty-three persons were in- 
valided for debility, and two died from the same cause. One of 
the latter was a young officer of the Marine Battalion who suc- 
cumbed to the hardships of the earlier part of the Egyptian Cam- 
paign, and died at Kassassin on the 1st September, twelve days 
after landing ; the other death from debility was in a sergeant of 
the same force, who is returned as having died from debility after 
sunstroke. 



Poisons, 



Nine cases of poisoning are returned, viz., two cases of 
delirium tremens, five by unwholesome fish, and two by lead. 
There was no invaliding or death. 
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Irregular. 

Force. 

Injuries, &c. 

During the year under review 1,639 cases of wounds and injury 
were recorded, 1,384 being wounds, fractures, &c., 102 of burns 
and scalds, and four of drowning. The rates per 1,000 was 
321-37, showing a decrease of 63-73 in comparison with 1881. 
The invalidings numbered thirty-six, viz., seven for the result of 
wounds, fractures, &c., and twenty-eight wounded in action. 
The deaths numbered forty-two; seven by accidental injuries, 
four by drowning, and thirty-one killed in action or died of their 
wounds. 

Of the deaths by injury, five were due to fracture, &c., by falls 
from aloft; one to a fall downstairs when on leave on shore; and 
one, in the person of an oflScer of the Druid, was caused by frac- 
ture of the base of the skull, sustained as follows : Whilst in a 
boat alongside of the pier at Kingston, Jamaica, in a rough sea, 
he stooped over the side to pick up something out of the water, 
and while doings so got his head crushed between the boat's 
gunwale and the pier. He was taken to the Civil Hospital at 
Kingston in a semi-conscious state, and was found to have 
sustained two lacerated wounds of the right. temple, from which, 
as well as from his mouth and nose, there was free arterial 
haemorrhage ; there was ecchymosis of the right eyelid and also 
over the oridge of the nose ; the right pupil was dilated and 
sluggish, with loss of sight of the eye ; he vomited once after 
the accident, chiefly blood. Consciousness was soon regained, and 
after a time he bore removal to England, and lingered on in 
Plymouth Hospital till October 31st, more than four months after 
the injury. During all this time there were frequent attacks of 
profuse arterial haBmorrhage from the nose and mouth, which 
though gradually reducing his strength, appeared for the time to 
relieve a distressing feeling of tightness across the forehead from 
which he suffered. During the progress of the case sight returned 
in the right eye, and the left tnen became blind, and protruded 
from the orbit. After his death, which was caused by exhaustion 
from the bleeding, a fracture of the base of the skull, traversing 
the body of the sphenoid bone on the right side through the 
groove for the internal carotid artery, was discovered, with lacera- 
tion of the artery ; below the fracture, on the right side, filling 
the sphenoidal sinuses, and reaching to the superior meatus of the 
nose was a large blood clot ; a probe passed downwards from the 
fracture went into the nose. 

Of the four men drowned, two fell overboard, and one is 
supposed to have done so, having been found drowned ; in the 
fourth case the man is believed to have gone overboard while in 
a state of somnambulism. 

Wounds in Action. — One hundred and fifty cases of wounds in 
action are reported in the Marine Battalion serving in Egypt ; of 
these, twenty-nine were invalided, one of them not appearing in 
the returns of this force, but in the table of the Marines on Home 
Service, and thirty-one were killed or died of their wounds. 
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Irregular This gives a ratio for the force landed of 83'79 per 1,000 killed 
jforces and wounded, 16'2per 1,000 invalided, and 17-31 per 1,000 killed 
"^ — or died of their wounds. 

The force engaged at Kassassin and TeUel-Kebir numbered 
about 1,500. 'xne casualties occurred as follows : at the action at 
MaUaha, near Alexandria, on the 5th August there were twenty- 
two killed and wounded; four of these were killed on the field, 
and one died subsequently of his wounds. The injuries were all 
gunshot wounds, the fatal ones being two of the abdomen and 
three of the chest. 

At Magfar on the 24th August there were two casualties, both 
by fragments of shell, one fatal. 

At Kassassin on the 28th August and 9th September there were 
sixty killed and wounded, four of these were killed on the field, 
and six died afterwards of their wounds ; with the exception of 
three shell wounds, all the casualties were by rifle bullets ; two of 
the killed were shot through the head, and two through the chest 

At the action of Tel-el- Kebir on the 10th September, there 
were sixty-six casualties ; of these, fourteen were KDled on the 
field, and one died subsequently of his wounds. Only one shell 
wound is recorded here, the remainder being all by rifle bullet, 
but in some of those killed on the field the nature of the injury 
was not ascertained. 

Of the wounds not fatal, nine per cent, were of the head or 
neck, seven per cent, of the trunk, and fifty-eight of the upper, 
and twenty-seven of the lower extremities. 

The fatal wounds in the ascertained cases were almost all of the 
chest and abdomen, only four of the head being returned. 

Invaliding. 

The total number of persons invalided from the Irregular 
Force in 1882 was 205, which was in the ratio of 40'19 per 1,000, 
and is an increase of 18*56 per 1,000 on the invaliding rate of the 
preceding year. Under General Diseases, Febrile Group, thirty- 
nine persons were invalided; and under General Diseases, Con- 
stitutional Group, sixteen ; of which six were for rheumatism, 
five for syphilis, and five for phthisis ; fifteen were invalided for 
diseases of the nervous system ; two for diseases of the eye ; one 
for diseases of the ear ; ten for diseases of the circulatory system ; 
five for diseases of the respiratory system ; forty-three for diseases 
(rfthe digestive system; four for gonorrhoea and its sequelse; four 
for other diseases of the urinary and generative systems; four for 
diseases of the organs of locomotion ; three for diseases of the 
cellular tissue and cutaneous system ; twenty-three for debility, 
&c. ; eight for injuries, and twenty-eight for wounds in action. 

Mortality. 

The total number of deaths in the Irregular Force was ninety - 
six, which is in the ratio of 18*82 per 1,000, and is a decrease of 
15-66 per 1,000 when compared with that of 1881.

Note. — Gtmorrkaa, — With reference to the increase of gonorrhoea shown in the above Sununary, 
it is necessary to note the fact that previous to the time of the pasting of the Contagious Diseases 
Acts it was not the practice of the Navy to place cases of gonorrhoea, unless severe ones, upon the 
Sick List; thus the majority of cases were not recorded. Since the passing of the Acts the attention 
of the Medical Officers has been more closely directed to the registration of venereal diseases, and a 
large number of cases of gonorrhoea have been entered on the sick list and recorded, and now appear 
in the Returns, which would not have been shown formerly. 
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
